VOLPE SEES NO LESSENING OF VICE PRESIDENT CHANCES 

GOVERNOR VOLPE said yesterday his chances for the 
Republican vice presidential nomination have not been dim¬ 
inished by his poor showing as a favorite son candidate in 
Tuesday’s Massachusetts presidential primary. The gover¬ 
nor, who said he was not “embarrassed” for the results al¬ 
though he was not “exhilarated,” said, “I’m not sure what 
my chances were” for the vice presidential nomination, but 
“they are not any different today than they'were yesterday 
or the day before.’” 

Volpe told his regular weekly news conference that the 
vote for him in the primary “would not be a factor in choo¬ 
sing a vice president. If I were a presidential candidate, I 
would choose a man who can best help the ticket.” 


FIN COM ASKS REVIEW OF HUB FIRE DEPARTMENT 

THE BOSTON FINANCE Commission said last night it 
has asked Mayor Kevin H. White for a $27,500 appropriation 
for a review of the organization and operation of the fire de¬ 
partment, 

John L. Thompson, commission chairman, said, “the com¬ 
mission feels strongly that the continuing controversy con¬ 
cerning the operational readiness of the department's equip¬ 
ment demands that a thorough, objective and expert analysis 
be promptly initiated and that such an analysis include the 
general organization and administration of the department.” 

B&M MERGER BACKED BY MASS. INDUSTRY GROUP 

THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS of Associated Industries 
of Massachusetts has voted unanimously to support the pro¬ 
posed merger of the Boston & Maine Railroad with the Nor¬ 
folk & Western and C&O systems, was announced yesterday. 
Clifford I. Fahlstrom, AIM assistant vice president, said there 
were three reasons that inclusion of the B&M with the other 
lines would benefit the state’s manufacturers: 

“The preservation and improvement of the rail service 
rendered by one of our important railroads, the extension of 
unified control over the movement of freight to the greatest 
practicable extent, and the maintenance of effective compe¬ 
tition between strong and well balanced regional carries, each 
of which serve our area.” 

INDICTMENTS RETURNED IN LOAN FRAUD CASE 

A SPECIAL GRAND JURY in Dedham returned secret 
Indictments yesterday in an investigation of an alleged loan 
fraud scheme. Superior Court Judge Vincent R. Brogna order¬ 
ed the number of indictments kept secret until the persons 
named in them were arrested. The papers were impounded. 

Dist. Atty. George Burke summoned the panel three days 
ago following an investigation after the March arrest of An¬ 
drew Lubans, 28, of Hancock St., Quincy, a former employee 
of the Quincy Cooperative Bank. Lubans was charged with 
falsifying bank statements. He pleaded innocent and his case 
was continued to May 23.

A NEW ECONOMY PLAN was sent to Congress by 
President Johnson yseterday to free his long-stalled tax in¬ 
crease bill. The House Appropriations Committee quickly 
bought it, and one leading Republican strategist said the

ROCKY URGES PUSHING FOR NEGOTIATED PEACE 

NELSON A. ROCKEFELLER broke a long silence yes¬ 
terday on the Vietnam War. He said the nation had “noth¬ 
ing to fear and all to gain’ from a search for negotiated 
peace. 

Speaking in Philadelphia, the New York governor, said 
“sober assessment” was needed in dealing with the war be¬ 
cause the stakes included "not only peace in Vietnam, but 
chances for peace in Asia and all the world.’ He said U.S. 
Vietnam policy had failed militarily and politically and called 
for a reversal of the “Americanization” of the war. 


LBJ AGREES TO TALKS ABOARD INDO SHIP 

PRESIDENT JOHNSON agreed yesterday to an Indo 
nesian suggestion that initial talks between the United States 
and North Vietnam take place aboard an Indonesian warship 
in international waters off the Gulf of Tonkin. The proposal 
was made to both sides by Foreign Minister Adam Malik in 
Jakarta, which is one of five capitals originally put forth by 
the United States as possible sites for the talks. 

White House Press Secretary George Christian told news¬ 
men the United States was informing Indonesia that its sug¬ 
gestion was “acceptable.” Hanoi’s response to the offer was 
rot known, but observers in Washington did not expect it to 
be favorable. 

ROCKS FLY AS COLUMBIA STUDENTS, POLICE CLASH 

NIGHTSTICK-WIELDING police clashed with students 
hurling rocks at Columbia University yesterday as student- 
faculty strike leaders opened independent "liberated classes” 
to compensate for the unprecedented total shutdown of the 
university. 

The clash took place when a crowd of 150 students who 
had been attending a rally in Columbia’s main plaza surged 
toward the gates to hear black militants speak. Police moved 
In, apparently to open a path, and fist fgihts broke out. Both 
students and police were bloodied and there were several 
arrests.

ISRAELIS MARCH IN JERUSALEM MEMORIAL PARADE 

ISRAELI SHARPSHOOTERS today took up strategic 
positions throughout Jerusalem to prevent possible Arab at¬ 
tempts to disrupt the parade of Israel’s armed forces through 
the ancient Holy City on the 20th anniversary of the found¬ 
ing of the new Jewish state. 

The parade climaxed memorial ceremonies honoring 
more than 7,000 Israeli men and women who have died for 
their country’s independence in three wars and other clashes 
against the Arabs since 1948. United Nations diplomats 
in New York expressed concern that the parade through the 
Arab sector would spark the worst crisis in the Middle 
East since last June’s war. 

YANKS WIPE OUT RED BATTALION NEAR HUE 

AMERICAN PARATROOPERS yesterday all but wiped 
out a North Vietnamese battalion just north of Hue and 
thwarteed what U.S. intelligence believes may have been a 
Communist plan for a May Day attack on the old imperial 
capital. 

At least 334 North Vietnamese were reported killed and 
85 captured in the fighting that swirled for two days in and 
around the village of Phuoc Yen, five miles north of Hue. 

SOUTH VIET ’PEACE’’ CANDIDATE ARRESTED 

VIETNAMESE POLICE yesterday arrested Truong Dinh 
Dzu, the opposition "peace” candidate who ran second in last 
year’s South Vietnam presidential elections, for questioning 
In connection with his recent statements in favor of a coalition 
government which would include Communists. 

Dzu was arrested at St. Paul's Hospital, where he has 
been staying for the past 10 days with what his family de¬ 
scribed as a heart ailment. He had been released only recent¬ 
ly after seven weeks of police detention during which he 
staged a hunger strike.

Newton Republicans by a 

margin of nearly 2-1 picked 
Nelson Rockefeller over Gov. 
Volpe as their choice for Pre¬ 
sident in Tuesday’s Presiden¬ 
tial Primary. 

This was one of the sur¬ 
prises w'hich developed as the 
Garden City returns revealed 
that supporters of Edward W. 
Brooke, himself a resident of 
Newton, apparently had put on 
a quiet write-in campaign for 
Rockefeller in Newton. 

Rockefeller received 1336 

write-in votes throughout the 
city as compared to 751 votes 
for Volpe, whose name was 
the only one printed on the Re¬ 
publican ballot as a Presiden¬ 
tial candidate. 

Former Vice President 

Richard M. Nixon ran close 
behind Volpe in Newton with 
729 votes. This would have 
been a very creditable show¬ 
ing in view of the fact that 
Nixon’s name was not on the 
ballot except for the spectacu¬ 
lar vote rolled up by Rocky. 

Senator Eugene McCarthy 
carried Newton in a big 
way, piling up 5510 votes to 
1238 for Senator Robert F. 
Kennedy and 1021 for Vice 
President Hubert H. Hum¬ 
phrey. 

McCarthy ran about as ex¬ 
pected. A big drive to marshal 
support for him had been 
waged in Newton. 

The surprise of the city’s 
Democratic vote was the 
strong write-in showing by 
Vice President Humphrey who 
announced his candidacy only 
last Saturday. 

Approximately the predicted 
25 percent of Newton’s voters 


went to the polls. Of this num¬ 
ber 3,676 were Republicans 
and 8,461 Democrats. 

These figures indicate a 
much heavier Democratic 
interest since of the approx¬ 
imate 49,000 registered vot¬ 
ers in Newton 13,925 are 


Republicans, 16,802 Demo¬ 
crats and 16,160 Independent. 

However, these voter regis¬ 
tration figures were compiled 
in October, 1967, and would be 
somewhat changed by recent 
registration changes and by 
the number of Independents

The panelists pointed out 
that no expert can make a 
difinitive list, however, 
there was surprising 
agreement among their 
nominations.

Newton Education Rates 
In Top 2% In Industry 


Education in Newton was 
described last week as an in¬ 
dustry rating in size with the 
top two per cent of c 
mercial firms nationally. 

John E. Gilleland, assistant 
superintendent for business 
services in Newton public 
schools, made the comparison 
at a Newton Chamber of Com¬ 
merce breakfast last Thurs¬ 
day. 

He said that Department of 
Commerce figures, grading 
4.7 million firms according to 
the number on their payrolls, 
found only two per cent with 
more than 500 employes. 

The Newton school system 
employes 1700 and, according 
to Gilleland, falls into the two 
per cent category. 

Gilleland said that if 18,400 
pupils are considered the 
clientel, the total of Newton’s 
school “industry” is greater 
than the population of an- 
prozimately 300 of the 351 
cities and towns in the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

He pointed out that 
;Newton’s physical school 
•plant occupied 2.2 million 
square feet and requires 
about $25 million in captial 
outlay in the forseeable future 
!for enlargement and im¬ 
provement. The total 1968 
budget expenditures, in¬ 
cluding the School Committee 
and city service budgets were 
approximately $19 million. 
The forecast for next year is 
In excess of $21 million. 

Mr. Gilleland quoted the 
Department o f Commerce 
suggestion that education 
should retain high school 
graduates two more years, 
both for more knowledge and 
lb keep them off the job 
market. This type of social 
control, he said, has im¬ 
plications for operation 
budget and capital outlay. 

Changes in curriculum, with 
the resultant increase in ex¬ 
penditure he related to the 
outlay by industry in coun¬ 
tering technical obsolescence. 
•’Just as all industry has 
changed, so have the methods, 
procedures, and materials of 
education.”

Arrows In Both Talons 

U.S. intelligence reported this week that Commu¬ 
nist war supplies are pouring down the Ho Chi Minh 
Trail through laos toward South iVetnam at an unpre- 
precedented rate. In complete disregard of President 
Johnson’s peace moves, the North Vietnamese are as¬ 
sembling hundreds of heavy truck convoys above the 
U.S. bomb limit line. 

And we wait and hope for peace. 

Huge quantities of weapons and ammunition are 
moving freely over rail lines between Communist China 
and Hanoi — rail lines repaired since the U.S. bombing 
curtailment began April 1. 

And we wait and hope for peace. 

American pilots have recorded at least 10,000 sight¬ 
ings of supply-laden trucks moving south in the first 
25 days of April, the highest for any full month of the 
conflict. 

And we wait and hope for peace. 

Intelligence reports say the bombing pause north 
of the 18th parallel has enabled the Communists to 
assemble truck convoys more or less at will, repair 
the two railroad links between Red China and Hanoi 
and rebuild important roads and bridges. 

And we wait and hope for peace. 

Vicious fire-fights still continue along the Demili¬ 
tarized zone, one of the key targets for the Communist 
buildup, and our boys are still being killed. 

And we wait and hope for peace. 

The question is: How long do we wait? How long 
do we hope? 

Unfortunately, we don’t have the answers. We do 
know, however, that President Johnson’s honorable, 
sincere efforts to find peace are being used by the Com¬ 
munists for their own foul purpose. 

We think it is nearly time for the American Eagle 
to drop the olive branch and to carry arrows in both 

talons. 


An Important Bill 

The Legislative Committee on Federal Financial 
Assistance endorsed a bill last week to make Medicaid 
permanent in Massachusetts. It is a redrafted version 
of a proposal filed by Sen. Beryl W. Cohen (D-Brook- 
line), the man chiefly responsible for involving the 
state in the program. 

The redrafted version of the bill by the Commit¬ 
tee recommends sharp cutbacks in services and appears 
to be more in line with the original intent of the 
program. 


Bobby Kennedy is expected to achieve a sweep¬ 
ing victory in Indiana next Tuesday which will 
demonstrate his tremendous popularity with the 
rank and file of Democratic voters. 


While only 500 Democratic voters were inter¬ 
viewed. the poll should present an acurate reflec¬ 
tion of voting sentiment in Indiana if it was made 
carefully and scientifically. 


The majority of the Committee endorsed the re¬ 
drafted bill because they are aware of the burgeoning 
costs of the program and impact it is having on the 
taxpayers of the Commonwealth. 

The Medicaid program per se is meritorious. It is 
meant to give aid to those whose financial status is 
such that they could not afford to pay for needed medi¬ 
cal and dental services out of their earnings. 

However, in this state at least, the requirements 
were so loosely drawn and without a rigid system of 
checks, that thousands of persons who have no right 
in the program are happily letting the cities and towns 
and the federal government pay their medical and dental 
bills. 


If that does not prove to be the case and Bobby 
should be defeated by McCarthy, the setback would deal 
a near fatal blow' to RFK’s Presidential hopes. 

The New York Senrtor has ballooned and magnified 
the importance of next Tuesday’s showdown battle. He 
cannot afford to lose this first big upcoming test, and 
nobody knows that better than Bobby. 

Indiana has been the scene of a typical Kennedy 
political operation. 

The drive being spearheaded by Bobby, the 
fabled political organizer of eight years ago, has 
been patterned after the campaign made in 1960 
by his late, great brother. 


To be sure, the applications for Medicaid benefits 
have been revised in the past couple of months, but 
the costs of the program have continued to escalate. 

The Legislature should study the bill endorsed by 
the Committee carefully before taking action. It should 
not be summarily rejected, nor should it be blindlv ac¬ 
cepted. 

Questionnaires Sent Out 
To Senior Citizens Here 


Anthony J. Bibbo, ACSW 
Chairman of the Newton Sen¬ 
ior Citizen's Committee an¬ 
nounces that Dan Robison and 
James Murphy Co-Chairmen 
for the Senior Citizen Survey 
Committee report that over 
1300 questionnaires w’ere com¬ 
pleted and returned on the 
first day of mailing. 

In commenting on the sur¬ 
vey, Bibbo stated that a study 
committee under the auspices 
of Mayor Monte G. Basbas 
W’as formed to ascertain the 
needs of our older citizens and 
to coordinate planning services 
In their behalf. The objective 
of the study is not to pry but 
rather attempt to assure that 
the needs of Newton’s “Sen¬ 
ior” population are not forgot¬ 
ten. 

Each Individual residing in 
Newton 65 years of age or 
older has been forwarded a let¬ 
ter explaining the survey, a 
questionnaire to be filled out, 
and a stamped self addressed 
envelope. Any individual who 
Is 65 years of age or older and 
has not received a question¬ 
naire is urged to contact the 
Newton Community Council 
office at 527-5121. 


Individuals have been asked 
not to sign the questionnaire. 
For purposes of interpretation 
the questionnaires are coded 
to indicate ward and precinct. 
As a result of the response it 
is the hope of the Committee 
to determine needs if any, 
for expanded, new or improved 
services. 

"It is important,” Bibbo ad¬ 
ded, “that if the study is to be 
valid w'e receive a large re¬ 
sponse. We are hopeful that 
the initial response indicates a 
trend of wide Senior Citizen 
participation in the survey.” 

The members of the ad hoc 
Committee headed by Mr. 
Murphy and Mr. Robison 
are most grateful to the over 
100 persons who helped ad¬ 
dress envelopes etc. This was 
indeed a large task, however 
in the fine tradition of the 
community, a call was made 
for help and large numbers 
responded to assist with the 
preparation of materials for 
the survey.

A number of Massachusetts Democratic politicos 
have moved into Indiana to help w r ith the big drive for 
Robert Kennedy. 

They agree that next Tuesday is Test Day for 
Bobby, but to a man they predict he will survive the 
test and win his crucial fight in spectacular fashion. 

Bobby Kennedy, who is a political realist, is ob¬ 
viously confident of the outcome of the Indiana Presi¬ 
dential Primary and already is looking beyond it. 

Indiana’s returns will help to disclose whether 
Robert Kennedy has the popular appeal of the late 
President John F. Kennedy. 

Some of the votes recorded next Tuesday for 
Robert Kennedy in Indiana will be cast for a memory— 
for a legend—for a martyred President. 

That will be true in every State where Robert 
Kennedy’s name appears on the ballot in a Presidential 
Primary. 

If he is victorious at the Democratic national con¬ 
vention in Chicago next August and runs as the Demo¬ 
cratic nominee for President next autumn, it will be true 
in the 50 States of the Union in November. 

There is no way of estimating or foretelling what 
percentage of the vote Robert Kennedy receives will be 
cast for him because he is the brother of the late John 
F. Kennedy. 

But he definitely is the living, walking symbol 
of the martyred President who was killed in Dallas. 

The question of exactly what that now means at 
the ballot box will be partly answered next Tuesday. 

The importance of Bobby Kennedy’s showing in 
Indiana will not be based on the delegate votes he may 
pick up in that State but rather on the impression it will 
make upon Democratic leaders in other states who con¬ 
trol blocs of delegates. 

They are waiting for a reading on Bobby Ken¬ 
nedy’s popularity, and Indiana—a State which the 
late John F. Kennedy carried in the 1960 Presiden¬ 
tial Primary but not in the subsequent election— 
should provide a reliable one. 
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When Senator Kennedy began his campaign in 
Indiana, it appeared his fight would be with Governor 
Roger D. Branigin, not Senator McCarthy. 

Branigin is highly popular in his home State. He 
started out as a stand-in for President Johnson, but 
after LBJ’s announcement that he would not seek an¬ 
other term, the Indiana Governor became a favorite son 
candidate. 

Political anaylsts on the scene expressed the belief 
that it would be a tough, close fight between Branigin 
and Bobby Kennedy but that Branigin probably would 
emerge the winner. 

Indications, however, are that Branigin has not been 
able to withstand the crushing force and impact of the 
Kennedy drive. 

sweeping down to (he finish line an impressive 
winner in Indiana, (hat McCarthy is well behind 
in second place and lhat Branigin is running third. 

They predict that Indiana will provide the first of 
victories which will carry Bobby Kennedy to the Dem¬ 
ocratic Presidential nomination. 

That sizeup of the Presidential Primary in Indiana 
is supported by the National Broadcasting Company 
poll which gave Kennedy 43 per cent of the Democratic 
vote, McCarthy 26 per cent and Branigin 19 per cent, 
with 12 per cent of the voters undecided. 


A victory for Bobby Kennedy next Tuesday should 
give him a psychological lift for his subsequent tests in 
such states as Nebraska, Oregon and California.

Loser Image Handicaps HHH 
As Vi/ell As Richard Nixon 

Hubert H. Humphrey and Richard M. Nixon have 
several things in common. 

Both have served as Vice President of the United 
States. Both are reasonably popular in the South because 
they are liked more or disliked less, depending on which 
way you wish to phrase it, than is controversial Robert 
F. Kennedy. 

Both rate extremely high with the professional 
politicians in their respective parties. 

And. whether justified or not, both have had 
the “can’t win” label pinned to them. 

One of them, of course, would have to win if they 
should be the opposing Presidential contenders in next 
November’s election since they both couldn’t lose. 

The fact is, however, that Nixon and Humphrey 
must overcome virtually the same handicap. 

A majority of the delegates at next August s Demo¬ 
cratic national convention undoubtedly would prefer 
Humphrey to either Senator Robert Kennedy or Senator 
Eugene McCarthy. 

HHH is one of them. They feel comfortable 
with him—like an old shoe. The trouble is that there 
is some reason to believe that he does not have any 
great appeal for (he voters and that he may have 
even less than Nixon. 

This is the great handicap which confronts Hubert 
Humphrey. 

He was a fine Senator. He had an excellent voting 
record. (McCarthy by contrast had a rather high record 
of absenteeism, especially on important and controver¬ 
sial issues.) 

Humphrey presumably will get the support of most 
members of the Johnson administration even though the 
President himself may remain neutral. 

But the nagging feeling persists that the \eep 
could not win in the November election, and that feeling 
is likely to persist until and unless Humphrey himself 
does something to dispel it. 

About the only way he could do that would be 
to enter one of the popular primaries and defeat 
Robert Kennedy and Eugene McCarthy. 

Vice President Humphrey will get a big bloc of 
votes at the Democratic national convention. The likeli¬ 
hood is that he will be the top man on the opening 
ballot. 

However, the probability is that he cannot rise to 
the point necessary to achieve the Presidential nomina¬ 
tion unless he proves himself at the polls. 



On Single Sessions 

Editor of The Graphic: 

As a parent who has been 
actively involved in the single 
session issue for over two 
years, from its inception 
through its committees, I 
would like to add a few 
observations to the general 
confusion. 

Everyone who talks about 
“the single session issue” 
does not talk the same 
language. For many, single 
session is the uniform five- 
hour day, for others a three- 
day program and for the rest 
completely inconceivable that 
change can be made. 
Everyone is talking “money” 
and “priorities" based on 
hypothetical figures of two 
years ago which might or 
might not have been used in 
the present computation and 
for the present personnel in 
the pilot project. Yes, it is 
quite obvious that our at¬ 
titudes and biases are coming 
across loud and clear, our 
logic is sadly missing, and the 
figures are yet to appear. 

After two years, though, I 
can conclude that the ma¬ 
jority oT Newton elementary 
parents favor a single session 

— 56 percent polled from the 
Knowles report and 70 percent 
on the three-day pilot pro¬ 
gram survey. The latter 
percentage is more mean¬ 
ingful in that both Hyde and 
Cabot parents did not want a 
single session under the 
Knowles tabulations, but have 
changed their minds con¬ 
siderably. 

From the Orzack three-day 
evaluation report, it is most 
important to note that the ma¬ 
jority of teachers 
participating in the pilot pro¬ 
gram preferred the single 
session on two questionnaires 
(please note that 91 percent of 
the teachers were against 
single session on the Knowles 
Report). The last polling of 
the teachers, for those who 
are informed, is indeed sub¬ 
ject to a great deal of in¬ 
terpretation and speculation. 
As seen in the evaluation 
data, teachers were 
predominantly very satisfied 
with their own released time 
for consultation, planning and 
preparation and generally 
satisfied with their afternoon 
teaching load and the 
children’s overall response to 
the school day. Negative at¬ 
titudes on the part of the 
teachers were directed 
toward the lunchroom 
facilities. 

And. “lunch” is where the 
battlegrouno has been in this 
issue for two years (From the 
.-.anitation through the selfish 
mothers). We have lost sight 

— a long, long time ago — 
that by having a simple lunch 
in school for about one-half 
hour, it enables the children to 
return home much earlier in 
the afternoon. They can play 
out-of-doors all week; they 
can go for lessons, ap¬ 
pointments, etc., everyday. 
When children can eat their 
lunch in school, the teachers 
can utilize their large block of 
time for planning and 
preparations, the child can 
utilize his large block of time 
in early afternoon to play, and 
the mother can utilize her 
large block of time as she 
deems fit. 

Let us remember that when 
the School Committee voted to 
undertake a pilot program it 
authorized the administration 
to proceed with a pilot pro¬ 
gram with “various time 
schedules . . Let us also 
remember that the present 
schedule has been in existence 
62 years. Life was simple then 
so we could indulge in a com¬ 
plicated schedule: today life is 
complicated so that we must 
return to a simpler and more 
efficient schedule so that we 
can structure our days better. 
I do think everyone can 
manage to adjust to the lunch 
part of the program, because 
we cannot afford to waste that 
hour and a half in the middle 
of the day. It must be put to 
better use for scheduling pro¬ 
grams in the schools, and I 
know it can be put to better 
use for scheduling in the 
home.

Charter Revision 

There has been much dis¬ 
cussion recently about the 
method of filling vacancies on 
the Board of Aldermen of 
Newton. Most of the talk is 
frankly political, as different 
groups urge the use of a meth¬ 
od they believe will favor their 
party and group. 

The present situation is ri¬ 
diculous. Officially, the city 
is committed to an ideal of 
an elected aldermanic board. 
In practice, however, many 
aldermen are appointed first 
and then reelected, since in 
elections the incumbent has 
an advantage. 

We need to have a consis¬ 
tent and sensible method of 
city government: Either the 
city’s executive should have 
the right to appoint all the 
members of the Board of Al¬ 
dermen or the people should 
have the right to elect all the 
members of the Board of Al¬ 
dermen. There are advan¬ 
tages in each system; here in 
Newton we seem to end up 
with the advantages of neither 
and the disadvantages of both. 
Appointment of vacancies is 
in reality appointment by the 
Mayor, but he is not officially 


Pilot Program 

On Monday evening. April 
22, those citizens of Newton 
who attended the School Com¬ 
mittee meeting were privileg¬ 
ed to hear the results of the 
one-year pilot program for 
school lunches. 

The program and the 
reported study of the results 
has confirmed my view that 
the Newton School Committee 
has always had the interests 
of both the Newton taxpayers 
and their children at heart. 

Instead of merely replying 
to the repeated requests of the 
Newton parents for a school 
lunch program with a simple 
yes or no, such as less 
fortunate citizens of less 
e n 1 i g htened communities 
would have received, our 
Committee instituted a pilot 
program involving three ex¬ 
perimental approaches i n 
three different schools, and 
included a study to gather in 
the results. 

This pilot program and 
study should make every tax¬ 
payer and interested parent 
very proud because they were 
accomplished for merely 
$33,000, in spite of the deiail 
and professionalism with 
which they were conducted. 

If any other community 
would ever institute a study of 
children eating lunch i n 
school, I am sure they would 
not have the foresight to in¬ 
quire into the problem in the 
same depth as did the study 
group authorized by our own 
School Committee. Indeed, it 
would be well for Washington 
to take a close look at our ap¬ 
proach in studying con¬ 
troversial issues, as I believe 
their studies don’t hold a can¬ 
dle to ours. 

The study, which must be 
recorded as the epitome of 
thoroughness, inquired im¬ 
partially of not only the 
parents, but also the teachers, 
as to their preference for the 
split session, the single 
session, and the single session 
and the split session con¬ 
ditionally. 

It even made provision for 
those who didn’t care one way 
or the other about the school 
lunch program with a “no 
preference” and for those who 
couldn’t quite decide, with a 
“don’t know.” Even the 
children were asked on two 
separate occasions to record 
their views by writing com¬ 
positions on what could well 
be their most traumatic ex¬ 
perience in school. Both th^e 
teachers and the parents, but 
unfortunately not the children 
in this case, were polled on 
their views of the pilot school 
lunch program with regard to 
the following: “fatigue in 
afternoon calsses, 
responsiveness in afternoon 
classes, fatigue at the end of 
the day, happiness in school, 
behavior problems, 
restlessness, orderliness, and 
regularity of attendance.” 

All of these extemely im¬ 
portant factors were greatly 
enhanced by their being asked 
in the light of three con¬ 
ditions: 1) more this year, 2) 
more last year, and 3) same, 
no more and no less. 

The results from these 
questions alone should be suf¬ 
ficient to warm the cockles of 
any taxpayer’s heart, but in¬ 
cluded free of charge, so to 
speak, and as a more or less 
“piece de resistance,” were 
the reports gathered on three 
separate occasions delving in¬ 
to such factors as “overall 
quality of teacher aides” (A 
question w’hich I am sure less 
astute communities would 
surely have overlooked), “ef¬ 
fect of teacher aides upon 
overall learning process, 
overall quality of specialists, 
effect of specialists on overall 
learning process,” etc., etc., 
etc., etc. 

Let us give three cheers to 
our School Committee and let 
us urge them to authorize 
n.ore such studies, provided 
of course that they be as com¬ 
prehensive and as inexpensive 
as this one, and provided that 
they encompass subjects 
equally as important a s 
children eating lunch i n 
school.

An elected board 
may, like an elected City 
Council, State Legislature, or 
Congress, interpose obstacles 
and frustrate the executive. 
On the other hand, it is im¬ 
portant in modern American 
cities that the people feel their 
interests are really represent¬ 
ed in government. 

Therefore, I urge that the 
elected city officials of Newton 
who really care about our city 
and its future to get together 
to plan meaningful Charter re¬ 
vision. Let the people choose 
which system they want and 
let us stick to that system 
courageously and unequivo¬ 
cally. I suggest that the pol¬ 
itical leaders of both parties 
in Newton get together and 
submit this basic question to 
the voters in the next general 
election. Either amend th# 
charter to provide for a 
GENUINELY elected Board 
of Aldermen, or explicitly 
grant the Mayor the authority 
(and responsibility) for ap¬ 
pointments to the Boara.

In the contest for election 
as district delegates to the 
Republican National Con- j 
vention former Republican 
State Committee Chairman 
Frederick C. Dumaine, Jr., 1 
of Weston and Lise J. Neu- 
herz of Westminster defeat¬ 
ed Newton Mayor Monte G. 
Basbas and Lise J. Neun- 
herz, according to L’PI tab¬ 
ulations. 

Basbas topped Dumaine in 
Newton, receiving 1,523 votes 
to Dumaine’s 849. Alexander 
Ellis, Jr., Basbas’ running 
mate captured 993 votes and 
Lisa J. Neunherz, who ian 
with Dumaine, received 545. 

Mrs. Katherine F. Bruce, 
wife of Alderman William L. j 
Bruce of 934 Beacon St., New¬ 
ton Centre, was reelected to 
the Republican State Commit¬ 
tee, winning over Sylvia F. 
Barry of Brighton. 

In Newton Mrs. Bruce poll¬ 
ed 829 votes to 111 for Mrs. 
Barry. 

On the Democratic side Rep¬ 
resentative Joseph G. Bradley 
of Newton and Paul G. Couni- 
han of Concord, both pledged 
to Senator McCarthy, were 
elected as district delegates to 
the Democratic State Conven¬ 
tion. Counihan is McCarthy’s 
campaign manager. 

They carried Newton eas¬ 
ily over former State Sen¬ 
ator Richard R. Caples of 
Weston. The city’s returns 
gave Bradley 5136 votes, 
Counihan 3908 and Caples 
1385. 

Attorney Sanford A. Kowal 

defeated Democratic State 
Committeeman Robert W. 
Gallagher, also of Newton, by 
136 votes in one of the upsets 
produced by the Presidential 
Primary. 

Kowal defeated Gallagher 

by 579 votes in Newton, poll¬ 
ing 1691 votes to 1112 for Gal¬ 
lagher whom he replaces on 
the Democratic State Com¬ 
mittee. 

Gallagher topped Kowal ir 
Wellesley, Dedham and Need 
ham, but Kowal nosed out 
Gallagher by 37 votes in Wes¬ 
ton. Kowal’s plurality in New¬ 
ton was large enough to offset 
his losses elsewhere. 

Democratic State Com¬ 
mitteewoman Betty Taymor 
of Newton won reelection as 
she easily defeated Marga¬ 
ret Connors Harsch of Wes¬ 
ton. In the Newton end of 
the senatorial district Mrs. 
Taymor received 2869 votes 
and Mrs. Marsh 777. 

Allan Sidd of Brookline was 
elected to the Democratic 
State Committee from the 
Norfolk-Suffolk senatorial dis¬ 
trict which takes in part of 
Newton. Sidd received 1541 
votes in the Newton section of 
the district to 270 for James 
G. Carmody, 226 for Paul 
McGee and 189 for John A.

In the same district Jean S. 
LeCompte was reelected ^as 
the woman member with I,i52 
votes in Newton. Her top op¬ 
ponent, Marian P. Doherty 
received 329 Newton votes, 
while Helen Jelley polled 130. 

In the one ward committee 
contest in Newton in Ward 8 
the group of 35 people listed 
together won defeating David 
Yarosh and Albert Kramer 
who ran individually. 

This was the only ward 
where contestants for the 
committee posts were listed 
on the ballot. According to a 
new state law if 35 or less 
people run then they are au¬ 
tomatically presumed elect¬ 
ed.

TSewton Symphony Concert 
A Huge Success Saturday

Saturday’s youth concert 
was a particularly exciting 
event. The Newton Symphony 
Orchestra’s accomplished play¬ 
ing coupled with the talents 
of three young Newtonites 
gave the audience an after¬ 
noon of exceptional musical 
pleasure. 

The program opened with 
the Prelude to Die Meister- 
singer by Richard Wagner. 
Michel Sasson, the conductor, 
interrupted the piece to dem¬ 
onstrate some of the disaster- 
ous results that ensue when 
an orchestra attempts to play 
without a conductor. 

A “futuristic” metronome 
with a blinking red light re¬ 
placed the conductor on the 
podium and the orchestra was 
then able to coordinate the 
tempo. With the beat regu¬ 
lated, each of the orchestra’s 
sections vied with the other for 
dominance and the resulting 
unbalanced rendition pointed 
out yet another duty of the 
conductor — that of balance. 
Mr. Sasson then regained con¬ 
trol and led it through the re¬ 
mainder of the Prelude. 

The next three Leroy Ander¬ 
son pieces delighted the young 
audience. James Tinsley, Peter 
Voisin and Ronald Whitaker, 
members of the Newton Sym¬ 
phony, played the solos in 
Bugler’s Holiday with great 
virtuosity. 

Dr. George Hamilton, a per¬ 
cussionist, was the soloist in 
The Typewriter. His prized 
instrument, an antique type¬ 
writer, contrasted especially 
well with the rich orchestral 
sounds. 

Enthusiastic musicians whet¬ 
ted the audience’s imagination 
with their frollicking rendition 
of the Waltzing Cat. 

The second half of the pro¬ 
gram was devoted to the mu¬ 
sic of and by refreshing young 


Newtonites. We are certainly 
honored and fortunate to have 
these young people in our 
community. They are repre¬ 
sentative of a group who have 
been nurtured by the out¬ 
standing music program in the 
public schools, the All New¬ 
ton Music School and the ex¬ 
ceptional private teachers in 
this area. 

Violin virtuoso Lynn Chang 
has played extensively with 
orchestras throughout New 
England. He displayed his 
ability to master difficult pas¬ 
sages with his rendition of 
Camille Saint Saens’ Rondo 
Capriccioso. 

Thomas Dickinson, who with 
Lynn won the Newton Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra’s talent com¬ 
petition, captivated the audi¬ 
ence with his spirited perform¬ 
ance of Haydn’s Concerto In D. 

Each of the soloists display¬ 
ed impeccable technical mas¬ 
tery of his instrument. In 
both cases, too, the orchestra 
was well controlled and beau¬ 
tifully complimented the two 
musicians. 

Waltz in A Minor is a bril¬ 
liant composition by a talented 
Newton High School senior, 
Michael Ware. The piece was 
composed and orchestrated by 
Michael while he was a stu¬ 
dent in Mr. Henry Lasker's 
Theory of Music class last 
year. The orchestra played 
with all the freedom and ele¬ 
gance the piece evokes. 

The program concluded with 
the audience assisting Mr. Sas¬ 
son in conducting J. P. Sousa's 
Washington Post March. 

For those attending, it was 
an afternoon of superb enjoy¬ 
ment. One Is particularly im¬ 
pressed >\ith the spirit and 
dedication that, combined with 
outstanding musical talent, 
has produced such an excep- 
t i o n a 1 organization as the 
Newton Symphony Orchestra.

POST PRIMARY POLITICAL DEVELOPMENTS 

SEN. ROBERT F. KENNEDY Wednesday faced the task 
of transforming the ballot strength he demonstrated in his 
Indiana primary victory into firm delegate votes at the Demo¬ 
cratic National Convention. He polled 42 per cent of the votes 
and called the returns “much, much better than we antici¬ 
pated.’’ 

RICHARD M. NIXON charged Wednesday the U S. has 
become a "lawless society” under the Johnson administration. 
He urged a concerted campaign against crime and cited “a 
staggering 88 per cent” rise in crime in the last seven years. 

VICE PRESIDENT Hubert H. Humphrey said Wednesday 
America needs a system of "income maintenance” that is bet¬ 
ter than the present welfare system which he says "mocks 
justice.” He told a convention of United Auto Workers at At¬ 
lantic City N.J., that families below the proverty level should 
receive enough government money. 

SEN. EUGENE J. MCCARTHY now moves his campaign 
to Nebraska and challenged Kennedy to meet him in a debate 
"man to man, face to face.” His workers took solace in the 
fact he got a larger percentage of the votes than pre-election 
polls indicated. 

CONGRESS AGREES TO TAX IN TRADE FOR CUT IN SPENDING 

HOUSE AND SENATE NEGOTIATORS agreed Wednes¬ 
day to President Johnson’s 10 per cent surtax in return for a 
$6 billion cut in federal spending. The 10 per cent surtax ex¬ 
pected to yield $10 billion over a 12 month period would be¬ 
come effective April 1. 1968 for individuals and Jam 1. 1968. 
for corporations. President Johnson had agreed to a $4 bon 
spending cut but the conferees reported out the $6 billion 
senate version. 

HOPE FOR RESCUE OF TRAPPED MINERS 

DESPITE A SETBACK in installing a highspeed water 
pump, a state official said Wednesday at Hominy Falls, W.Va., 
that 15 of 25 men trapped in a flooded mine shaft could be 
rescued within hours. Workmen said two of the 15 miners 
who have been on high ground deep within the mine for two 
days reported that the "water that is coming in now is reced¬ 
ing rapidly.” Once the inflow stops, rescuers can then deal 
with the man body of water, and “we re gaining on it all day, 
they reported.

May Hold Rate To

Governor Volpe was knocked out of the field of 
Republican Vice Presidential prospects because both 
he and former Vice President Richard M. Nixon took 
it for granted that Volpe would top the GOP Presidential 
poll in his home state. 

Volpe assumed that as a favorite son candidate, 
whose name was the only one printed on the ballot, 
he could easily prevail over any write-in opponent with¬ 
out doing any work or making any campaign. 

As a result Volpe suffered an extremely embarras¬ 
sing defeat in a contest he could have won with the 
expenditure of just a little effort. 

Political columnists and commentators, who 
prior to the Hay State Presidential Primary were 
pontificating to the effect that it was impossible 
for Volpe to lose, are now indulging in some second- 
guessing and accusing him of being over-confident.

The Newton High Student 
Council sponsored a “Student- 
Faculty Talent Show,” last Sat¬ 
urday evening, May 2, 1968, 
because it wanted to furnish 
students with the opportunity 
to see that “teachers are peo¬ 
ple too.” 

Teachers, like students, 
spend their time in diverse 
ways; they do not just con¬ 
cern themselves with grading 
papers and planning lessons. 
Teachers plan and write skits 
for talent shows. They sing 
and dance. They talk to stu¬ 
dents about non-academic sub¬ 
jects. And, they think about 
and discuss political issues. 

A few weeks ago, the New- 
tonite, Newton High’s school 
newspaper, polled the teach¬ 
ers’ political inclinations. Of 
the 180 teachers in the 
school, approximately one- 
half returned the question¬ 
naire. 

Fifty-two percent of the par¬ 
ticipating faculty voted for 
peace candidate Senator Eu¬ 
gene McCarthy and about 
twenty-two percent voiced a 
preference for peace candidate 
Senator Robert Kennedy. Pres¬ 
ident Johnson received ap¬ 
proximately five percent of 
the vote. 

On the Republican side, Gov¬ 
ernor Nelson Rockefeller, an 
undeclared candidate at that 
time, polled sixteen percent of 
the vote; and Richard Nixon, 
a declared candidate received 
but three percent of the vote. 
The Newtonlte Forum Edi¬ 
tors, Maureen Kneeland and 
Andy interpreted the vote 
tliis way: 

One can conclude from these 
results that the faculty at 
Newton High is strongly 
against the war in Vietnam. 
However, since only half of the 
faculty responded, and the 
views of the other half remain 
unknown, it may be said that 
the Doves are more anxious to 
exert a greater effort to try 
and convince the undecided, 
since theirs is a struggle of 
obtaining power rather than 
of holding on to it. 

Newton High and the Red Sox 
Last October, the Student 
Council publicly announced its 
support for the Boston Red 
Sox. Newton High students 
avidly watched the world 
series on television in the vari¬ 
ous Commons Rooms and 
many students were even per¬ 
mitted to leave school early to 
attend the World Series games. 

Now it is May. The 1968 
baseball has been in session 
for an entire month and at 
this writing the Boston team 
was in ninth place. 

A cry was recently heard 
from the Senior Class Com¬ 
mittee. a constructive and 
enthusiastic cry. The Senior 
Class Committee decided 
that seniors should show 
their active support for the 
Red Sox by attending a base¬ 
ball game together as a 
class. 

The day decided upon was 
Wednesday, May 15, a day 
when the Rod Sox will play 
an afternoon game with the 
Washington Senators. All in¬ 
terested students will leave 
Newton High at 1:00 in the 
afternoon and will arrive at 
Fenway Park via bus by game 
time, 1:30 p.m. 

Tickets for the game went 
on sale Monday, May 6, and 
will be sold until May 14. 
The price, including bus fare, 
is $1.75 for bleacher seats 
and $3.25 for reserved grand¬ 
stand. 

The Senior Class Committee 
has ordered eight buses for 
the game and is planning on 


320 students. More buses can 
be reserved if over 320 sen¬ 
iors wish to go. 

Cutting Penalties 
Spring fever is a prevalent 
feeling at Newton High. No 
one likes being cooped up in 
an old building when the sun 
is shining and the sky is blue. 
However, the rules against 
skipping classes are quite 
stringent, so it is advised that 
students wait until the middle 
of June to spend their week¬ 
days, soaking in the sun. 

Tile power to discipline 
students who skip elass is es¬ 
sentially vested in the indi¬ 
vidual housemasters. Mr. 
Richard Adams, Beals House 
housemaster, and director 
of the Newton-Harvard 
Summer School repor¬ 
ted a few weeks ago that, 
“I’m fed up with kids who 
cut classes.” He added that 
the new penalty for those 
who cut a particular class 
more than three times will 
be ejection from the course, 
an “F” for the year and no 
credit for the subject. 

The Summer School penalty 
will be the same. Skipping a 
day in Summer School is 
equivalent to skipping a week 
of a subject during the regular 
school year. 

Barry House News 
Although the school year is 
rapidly approaching its June 
finale, house activity has not 
in the least slowed its pace. 
Barry House, Beals House, and 
Riley House all have numer¬ 
ous projects planned for the 
remaining days of May. 

Barry House has initiated a 
new tutoring program this 
month. Eight Barry House 
students will meet with indi¬ 
vidual pupils of Cabot School 
and will tutor them in their 
weak subjects and help them 
with any emotional problems 
they might have. 

The student* who have 
signed up thus far are sen¬ 
iors Mona Stone, Anne Me- 
Burney, Cindy McCay, Pa¬ 
tricia Ratta, Edith Libby, 
Diane O’Day and lower 
classmen Pam Masters and 
Andre Boudreau. Other stu¬ 
dents may sign up in the 
future.

Refreshments will 
he served, jazz music will he 
played, and seniors will have 
the opportunity to sign each 
others’ year books. 

The House Council is plan¬ 
ning a series of speakers for 
the near future. Last Thurs¬ 
day, May 2. 1968, the assistant 
principal talked to Barry 
House students about adminis¬ 
tration policy and about New¬ 
ton High in general. A psychi¬ 
atrist and a lawyer are the 
speakers tentatively scheduled 
for the rest of the year.

leges, the colleges will recog¬ 
nize the college level work 
done in secondary school by 
awarding college credit, ad¬ 
vanced placement, or both. 

The three hour examina¬ 
tions, according to the A.P. 
Bulletin issued to students 
before the tests, “all contain 
questions of the essay type 
that require the student to 
organize his knowledge ami 
to write lucid, well-integra¬ 
ted answers. Most of the ex¬ 
aminations also inelude mul¬ 
tiple choice objective ques¬ 
tions that require selecting 
the correct answer from sev¬ 
eral alternatives. In the 
modem language examina¬ 
tions, tape recordings are 
used to test the ability of 
students to understand the 
spoken language.” 

The cost of the exam is $5.00 
for registration, and $ 10.00 for 
each examination. In case of 
financial hardship, the school 
pays the two fees. 

According to the adminis¬ 
tration, “Newton High School 
has been in the A.P. program 
from the very beginning and 
has both shaped it and profi¬ 
ted from it perhaps more than 
any other public high school 
. . . which seems entirely ap¬ 
propriate to our community 
and particularly to those stu¬ 
dents who take part in the 
program.”

On many a winter day here 
she longed for the more 
moderate climes of Col¬ 
ombia with its 40-80 degree 
annual temperature range. 

Pat speaks glowingly of the 
Peace Corps and its ef¬ 
fectiveness in her country 
where she observed the in¬ 
tellectuals and the masses 
particularly as admireres of 
the United States.

He went on to attend White 
Plains High School. “Like 
most high school runners, I 
ran my best times in my sen¬ 
ior year." Unlike most high 
school runners, his times were 
only slightly short of phenom¬ 
enal. James raced to an 18.7 
in the 180 low hurdles, 38.0 in 
the 330 intermediate hurdles, 
55. in the 440 intermediate 
hurdles, 49.3 in the 440, 47.5 
on a 440 split of a mile relay, 
and 21.4 on a 220 split of a 'j 


Larry James is now a sopho¬ 
more at Villanova. but he has 
set four school records in his 
brief track career there, 487” 
in the triple jump, 47.0 in the 
440 indoors, 45.2 in the 440 
outdoors, and 56.0 in the 500 
indoors. 

James is most happy about 
his outdoor 440 record. "I be¬ 
lieve that is my greatest 
achievement. It proved to me 
that I should have more con¬ 
fidence in myself because ev¬ 
eryone told me it was pos¬ 
sible." 

When asked how he felt 
about competing against Tom¬ 
mie Smith and Lee Evans, 
Larry replied, “I feel the same 
way about running against

PTA Tackles Overcrowding 


Wednesday evening, May 1, 
the Parent Teacher Associa¬ 
tion at Lincoln-Eliot met in 
emergency session at the re¬ 
quest of its PTA Executive 
Board. The subject matter was 
overcrowding and a solution. 

Mr. Joseph Lewandowski, 
PTA president, introduced Mr. 
Thomas A. Jones who had been 
appointed spokesman for the 
PTA Executive Board. Mr. 
Jones first outlined the prob¬ 
lem of overcrowding and the 
Impact upon Lincoln-Eliot, and 
then discussed a plan to over¬ 
come the problem. Recogni¬ 
zing that an ultimate solution, 
that is, a new wing, takes 
time, it was suggested that 
there are, within Lincoln-Eliot, 
areas which can be remodeled 
to create at least two addi¬ 
tional classrooms and therby 
meet the immediate need of 
September, 1968. Mr. Jones 
then offered the permanent so¬ 
lution of an addition to house 
an auditorium and six to eight 
classrooms. 

Lincoln-Eliot was built in 
1939, and there has been only 
one addition of five classrooms 
and gymnasium, coincidental 
with the closing of Stearns 
School whose population was 
relocated at Lincoln-Eliot. With 
the addition. Lincoln-Eliot was 
Intended to house 350 stu¬ 
dents, and it now has 431. 
Projections to 1970-71 forsee 
an enrollment of 470 pupils. 
Lincoln-Eliot's PTA has there¬ 


fore undertaken a strong and 
united effort to appeal to the 
School Committee for action.

3. maintain a high level of 
education for which Newton is 
well known. 

After Mr. Jones concluded, 
he asked for questions from 
the floor and a period of dis¬ 
cussion followed during which 
time many varied ideas were 
stated. 

Mr. Lewandowski then ac¬ 
cepted and the PTA carried a 
motion that Mr. Jones act as 
Lincoln-Elot PTA spokesman 
in presenting Lincoln-Eliot’s 
problem and the proposed so¬ 
lutions before the School Com¬ 
mittee, May 13th. 

Welcome guests at the meet¬ 
ing included Alderman Ad¬ 
elaide Ball who voiced her op¬ 
timism for, and praise of Lin¬ 
coln-Eliot’s cause; Aldermen 
H. James Shea. Jr., and An¬ 
drew Magni. Superintendant 
Brown’s representative was 
Mr. Jonathan Daube who is 
also acting Secretary to the 
School Committee. 

Lincoln-Eliot's PTA will not 
ignore the problem or put It 
off. They do not want the 
problem moved somewhere 
else, they want it solved now, 
at Lincoln-Eliot.

RALPH D. ABERNATHY met privately Wednesday 
with 70 members of Congress and told them his army of poor 
would disrupt Washington’s life “only as a very last resort.”

The Newton School Com¬ 
mittee on Monday night 
unanimously voted to waive 
tuition charges completely for 
the Negro children from Rox- 
bury who will attend the city’s 
schools beginning next Sep¬ 
tember under the METCO 
program. The number of 
Negro youngsters bussed to 
Newton schools will be in¬ 
creased from 75 to 100 at that 
time. 

However, the committee 
also voted to ask the State 
Department of Education 
for an opinion from the At¬ 
torney General as to tbe 
legality of waiving tuition 
or even reducing it. 

The question of whether or 
not a waiver or reduction of 
tuition is legal was raised by 
several committee members 
and Mayor Monte G. Basbas 
as a result of a section of the 
state law having to do with 
racial imbalance in schools. 

Section 12B of Chapter 76, 
Committeeman Francis P.

Wherein Lies The Fault? 

Put down this paper a moment and think: is your 
car locked? If it isn’t, we suggest that you get up right 
now and lock it. And thereafter, keep it locked always, 
when it is not in use. 

Now, if your car is locked and you’ve come back 
to our editorial, you may be interested to know’ that 
by locking your car you are not only helping yourself, 
but you may be helping prevent some boy from making 
the mistake of his life. 

A 20-year-old Roslindale boy made the mistake of 
his life this week. He stole a car and then tried to kill 
a police officer. Although felled by the boy’s bullet, the 
police officer drew his own revolver and shot the youth 
through the heart. Fortunately, the police officer, who 
was doing his duty, will recover. 

Wherin lies the blame for the tragedy? In this case 
It is apparent the blame lies with the youth; why else 
did he have a gun and use it. 

Massachusetts has the worst rate of car thefts in 
the country, 551.8 per 100,000 compared to the national 
rate of 284.4 per 100,000. In 78 per cent of the cases, 
the cars are unlocked. An astounding 42 per cent of the 
cars had keys in the ignition or the motor was running! 

So by locking your car ydti make it very difficult 
for a boy to take a joy ride or a real criminal to use 
your car in a crime. About two-thirds of those arrested 
for car thefts are under 18. 

Furthermore, you may be preventing an accident. 
Stolen cars get into crack-ups at about 200 times the 
normal rate. 

It takes but a moment to lock your car. That 
moment may mean the difference between a stolen car 
and all the ugly consequences that entails, and the sim¬ 
ple, dull but reassurring fact that your car is right 
where you left it. 


The College Rebels 

There seems to be a world-wide movement among 
young people to resort to violent demonstrations on 
university campuses as a means of resolving any griev¬ 
ance that happens to disturb them. 

Some look upon these demonstrations as a legiti¬ 
mate rebellion against the shortcomings of the estab¬ 
lished order of governments and societies. 

Each generation is said to be wiser than the pre¬ 
ceding one. Thus, it may be argued that the dissident 
students are groping for a better order with a vision 
not given to parents and college authorities. 

Schools are still divided on the proper policy toward 
dissent on the campus. Some believe force should be met 
with force; others prefer the let’s-sit-down-and-talk- 
it-over approach. 

The harsh, ugly facts, however, are that some of 
the university demonstrations have been indefensible 
and the actions of some of the participants disgraceful. 

Few thoughful persons will support the theory that 
a minority of students have a right to seize campus 
buildings and close down a university as Columbia Uni¬ 
versity was closed down recently. 

If university officials had acted with decisiveness at 
the very start of the rebellion at Columbia, it probably 
would not have ballooned into the proportions it as¬ 
sumed, especially after non-student militants arrived 
on the scene. 

This was a case where a very small minority de¬ 
prived a big majority of students of their right to con¬ 
tinue their studies and obtain an education. 

The right to dissent does not carry with it the 
right to violate the law at will or to trespass upon the 
rights of others. 

Peaceful and orderly dissent can lead to meaningful 
dialogue between students and university authorities 
and an airing of issues, whatever they may be. 

But the right to dissent carries with it certain 
responsibilities which too often are overlooked. 

The Newton Graphic 
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Special Election 

Editor of The Graphic: 

The League of Women 
Voters of Newton has long 
been opposed to the present 
method of filling vacancies in 
the Board of Aldermen. As a 
result of an intensive study of 
city charters in general and 
Newton’s charter in partcular, 
our members reached, con¬ 
sensus in support of special 
elections to fill vacancies in 
the Board of Aldermen, in the 
School Committee, and in the 
office of Mayor. 

We felt that the democratic 
process was as important in 
the filling of vacancies in elec¬ 
tive office as it was in the 
choosing of the original in¬ 
cumbent. 

It was our opinion that the 
cost of a special election or 
the poor voter turnout were 
insufficient reasons to deny 
voters participation in the 
selection of those who 
represent them in local 
government. 

U n f ortunately, Newton’s 
charter does not at present 
provide for special elections 
to fill any vacancy. The 
aldermen are therefore, ac¬ 
ting in complete accordance 
with our charter when they 
move to appoint someone of 
their own choosing to fill the 
vacancy that now exists in the 
position of Ward Alderman in 
ward 3. 

It has been suggested that 
the Legislation might pass a 
special law to enable Newton 
to hold a special election to fill 
the current vacancy. Even if 
this is feasible, Newton would 
still be faced with the same 
problem the next time an 
alderman resigned. 

If we really want special 
elections, we must work to 
change the charter rather 
than to circumvent it. Amend¬ 
ment of our charter is the on¬ 
ly way to guarantee the use of 
better procedures t ofill va¬ 
cancies in elective office. 

There are other sections of 
our charter which should be 
reviewed and where changes 
may be in order. The last 
comprehensive study of 
Newton’s charter was made in 
1897. It is time for another 
close tlook to see if the 
charter has kept pace with the 
needs of the community and 
the practices of good govern¬ 
ment. 

The election of a Charter 
Commission would be the best 
way to insure a thorough 
study of the charter. Lack of 
citizen interest made this im¬ 
possible in 1967, but we have 
another chance to get the 
question on the ballot in 1969 
This July the League of 
Women Voters will b e 
spearheading a new drive to 
collect the signatures 
necessary to place the 
Charter Commission question 
before the voters at the next 
local election. 

We welcome the support of 
those interested in special 
elections and would b e 
delighted to have them join us 
in collecting signatures on 
Charter Commission petitions. 

We urge all who want the 
best in government to think 
abdut Charter review, to talk 
about charter review, and 
when the time comes — to get 
out and work for charter 
review.

Red Cross Gets 
Early Start With 
Christmas in May 

Christmas 1968 is off to an 
early start with the Newton

The bags are 
to made of sturdy red and 
green cotton material, so they 
will be serviceable to their 
owners after the original con¬ 
tents are used. 

Red Cross Shop Early - — 
Vietnam 1968 is intended to 
be ‘‘a tangible way for Ameri¬ 
cans to say we care about our 
troops in Vietnam,” Edward 
Michaud, chairman of the 
Newton Chapter, said. He has 
appointed Mrs. Daniel Kagno 
once more to be chairman of 
this project. 

‘‘This is not exclusively a 
Red Cross program,” Mrs. 
Kagno stated, "but a com¬ 
munity-wide affair in which 
Newton organizations, groups, 
and business firms are par¬ 
ticipating. Church groups, 
women’s clubs, service groups, 
and such are cooperating 
with our chapter volunteers 
in sewing the bags. Business 
firms will donate the articles 
to be sent, i.e. ball point pens, 
new paperback books, plastic 
soap cases, small packages of 
writing paper with self-seal 
envelopes, nail clippers, plas¬ 
tic cigarette cases, combs, 
playing cards and pocket 
games. No liquids, glass con¬ 
tainers, combustibles, food or 
any item that would melt or 
deteriorate in heat will be in¬ 
cluded; also no medications of 
any kind, not even foot pow¬ 
der. 

Each bag will contain a 
holiday greeting card carrying 
the names of the contributors 
and the name of the Red Cross 
Chapter here. 

Work on the bags has al¬ 
ready begun and will continue 
until Newton’s quota is finish¬ 
ed. “With October 15 as the 
final deadline for shipping 
Newton Red Cross is aiming 
at completion of the project 
by September 20, Mrs. Kagno 
said.

Dumaine has been informed by his attorney, after 
a study of the law on the matter, that he cannot be 
either fined or sent to jail if he ignores his obligation to 
cast his first-ballot vote for Rocky and instead votes for 
Richard Nixon, Ronald Reagan or John Volpe. 

If Dumaine does this, some good-natured stories 
will be written by Massachusetts newsmen in Miami 
about good, old Buck being a maverick and unpredictable 
and colorful. 

The articles will recall that Buck Dumaine once 
added spark and life to a GOP State convention by 
permitting the sale of beer at the conclave and that 
he also dug down into his own pocket and loaned 
more than §100,000 to the Republican State Com¬ 
mittee he headed in order to keep the organization 
functioning. 

(The truth is the beer vendors were very disap¬ 
pointed in the amount of the beverage they sold to the 
staid GOP delegates.) 

Mr. Dumaine may be pictured as a bit of an eccen¬ 
tric who does the unusual and the unexpected. 

But there will be no accusation of his doing 
anything wrong even though the law specifies that 
a delegate must vote on the first ballot for the can¬ 
didate who tops the popularity poll. 

Political writers from other states will pay no at¬ 
tention to the matter, and Republicans from Massachu¬ 
setts w ill tell each other they threw away the mold after 
they made Buck Dumaine who sure has the courage of 
his convictions. 

Whoever gets Mr. Dumaine’s first-ballot vote in the 
event he ignores political protocol, as he intimates he 
may, will undoubtedly welcome this minor windfall. 

But let’s assume that some of the Massachu¬ 
setts delegates to the Democratic naional conven¬ 
tion in Chicago should suddenly get bright ideas 
because of Dumaine’s independence. 

They’re committed to vote for Eugene McCarthy on 
the first ballot. 

But if Buck Dumaine can forget his obligation to 
vote for Rockefeller on the first ballot, they obviously 
can do the same where McCarthy is concerned. 

McCarthy isn’t going anywhere except down the 
drain. So why waste a vote on him? 

Dumaine’s lawyer said there’s no teeth in the 
law' and that you can’t get arrested, be put in jail 
or fined for not doing what the law requires on the 
opening ballot. 

So why not give Bobby Kennedy a first-ballot vote? 

Wait just a minute, fellows! This is an entirely dif¬ 
ferent matter! 

This is no longer a good-natured, harmless display 
of rugged independence by a maverick Republican. 

This is a ruthless, cold-blooded maneuver by a 
scheming Democrat with no respect for the law and 
less for moral obligations. 

This is power politics at its most powerful, dirty 
politics at its dirtiest. 

This is a typical Bobby Kennedy operation. 

All this may sound like a great exaggeration. In 
fact, it is not. 

A commotion would be created, and a furore would 
develop if even one Massachusetts delegate were to vote 
for Robert F. Kennedy when the first ballot is taken in 
Chicago. 

It would have all the markings of a national and in¬ 
ternational scandal. 

So much harm would be done to Robert Ken¬ 
nedy’s image he couldn’t afford to allow it to hap¬ 
pen. 

Senator Edward M. (Ted) Kennedy undoubtedly 
would move quickly to discourage any Bay State dele¬ 
gate from voting prematurely for his brother. 

It’s a strange situation. 


Humphrey To Be Beneficiary i 
Of Hanoi's "Peace 11 Demands 

Vice President Hubert Humphrey will be the chief 
political beneficiary if the negotiations in Paris follow 
the lines most observers believe they will. 

Hanoi’s representatives probably will be long on de¬ 
mands and short on concessions. 

They will call for a total cessation of bombing 
by U.S. planes and, presumably, a withdrawal of 
American forces from Vietnam. 

But they will have a difficult time thinking up 
anything they will do in return. 

Whatever else the meeting in Paris does or doesn’t 
accomplish, it is very likely that it will establish the 
deep problems involved in trying to negotiate a treaty 
with the North Vietnamese. 

That should react to the advantage of Humphrey 
and to the disadvantage of the peace candidates.

Ted Kennedy Is Considered 
Possible Choice For Veep 

Some political columnists and commentators have 
seriously mentioned Senator Ted Kennedy as a possible 
Democratic nominee for Vice President this year 

It’s not impossible that Ted eventually may be cast 
in such a role, but it certainly is highly improbable. 

As matters are developing, the struggle for the 
Democratic nomination for President appears to be com-" 
ing down to a two-man fight between Vice President 
Humphrey and Senator Robert Kennedy’. 

Senator McCarthy will be knocked out of the 
contest after the first ballot at the Chicago conven¬ 
tion if he sn’t already out of the clash for all prac¬ 
tical purposes. 

Either Robert Kennedy or Hubert Humphrey would 
face a hard battle in the November election, whether the 
GOP nominates Rockefeller or Nixon. 

Whoever gets the Democratic Presidential nomina¬ 
tion will want to achieve as much party unity as pos¬ 
sible and presumably will try to produce it the way the 
late John F. Kennedy did in 1960. 

Either Robert Kennedy or Hubert Humphrey 
in all likelihood would want the other for his Vice 
Presidential running mate, just as John Kennedy 
picked Lyndon Johnson to go on the ticket, with 
him in 1960 after the two had waged a rugged fight. 

Humphrey would have no choice but to accept the 
VP nod if he Wanted to r emain in public life. The al¬ 
ternative would be to retire from politics. 

Whether Bobby Kennedy would prefer to run for 
Vice President or continue as Senator in New York State 
is uncertain. The guessing is that he, too, would accept 
second place on the Democratic ticket if asked to do so. 

Ted probably would be Humphrey’s second choice if 
Bobby declined. But it seems unlikely Ted would accept 
if Bobby refused. 

Right now, of course, Bobby and Ted are not plan¬ 
ning on losing the nomination to Humphrey. 

A few columnists have even suggested that Bobby 
might tap Ted as his running mate if he is the victor at 
Chicago. 

That seems highly improbable.

More Student Strikes Seen 


Before End of College Year 

Reports indicate that more student strikes and 
demonstrations will be staged before the end of the 
academic year and that some are planned to disrupt 
graduation exercises. 

The demonstrators represent only a small 
minority of university students. They are angry 
about the war in Vietnam, the draft law and racial *■ 
matters and, in a few instances, college policies. 

University and college officials differ in their 
judgemen on how the situation should be handled, but 
in some instances demonstrating students will be ex¬ 
pelled if they violate the law or disrupt programs.

THE LOUD SOCIETY 

“Like water pollution and 
air pollution, we don’t want it 
but our technology keeps turn¬ 
ing it out.” 

So declared the TV 
newscaster; the “it” in his 
sentence refers, of course, to 
“sound pollution” or excessive 
noise. And as though to un¬ 
derscore the point, his ap¬ 
pearance on the screen is 
followed by the sudden 
surprise bellow of a pitch-man 
plugging the station’s “com¬ 
ing events,” aided by scream¬ 
ing sound effects, crashing 
music, yelping voices, and 
psychedelic visual patterns. 

Maybe it’s an old story by 
now — the story of man’s 
struggle for health and sanity 
undercut by his passion for 
gadgetry. Raucous electronic 
sounds make exciting sales 
pitches, which generate 
higher turnover, which pro¬ 
duce more prosperity, which 
requires still more violent 
sounds to produce still more 
prosperity. 

Similarly, whether in 
manufacturing, construction 
or transportation, maximum 
achievement often seems to 
mean maximum noise. Or, as 
one psychologist ironically 
summed it up, “Happiness is 
self-inflicted migraine.” 

Meanwhile ear specialists, 
Psychologists and efficiencey 
experts keep noticing the side 
effects. Steadh supersound, 
they warn, can cause hearing 
damage, high blood pressure, 
indigestion, fatigue, and in¬ 
creased accidents due to 
distraction. Everybody 
agrees, while things get 
noisier. Looming in the near 
distance are the sonic boom 


and a further crescendo of 
electronic merchandising. - 
But the picture isn't 
altogether bleak. Noise con¬ 
trol programs exist in a - 
number of cities, and some 
have made a little headway. 
What we can aH-do is to tell 
our Congressmen (While they 
can still hear us) to get behind 
the many federal noise control 
bills now languishing for lack 
of active support, says the. 
Norfolk County Tuberculosis 
and Respiratory Disease 
Association, 745 High st., 
Westwood.

The 91st Annual Meeting of 
the Newton YMCA was held 
recently. 

120 officers, members and 
guests attended this event 
at which the many years of 
community service by this 
fine organization was noted 
and commented upon. 

Mr. Cooper Eastman, 
chairman, opened the meeting 
and thanked the annual 
meeting committee for a job 
well done. 

Mr. Eastman then called on 
President Charles E. Smith of 
the Newton YMCA for his 
statement on the year 1967. 

Mr. Smith stated that "Ac¬ 
ceptance of the responsibility 
as president of an organiza¬ 
tion such as the Newton YM¬ 
CA entails a certain amount 
of soul-searching, especially 
when the twenty preceding 
presidents have bees men of 
such outstanding ability and 
stature in the community. 
“Having grown up in this 
city, I have been well aware 
of the positions occupied by 
the presidents of the 
Newton YMCA and of the 
respect they received in 
their businesses and pro¬ 
fessions, as well as in the 
“Y.” 

“However, having taken up 
the challenge, I sincerely 
trust to press on to the at¬ 
tainment of some advances in 
our organization. 

“Our program continues ac¬ 
tively, and the capacity of our 
building is often taxed to its 
limits. Under the leadership 
of our dedicated staff the 
changing interests of the at- 
tendence are served; and 
without losing the traditional 
emphasis of the YMCA, we 
are trying to understand the 
problems of the new genera¬ 
tion. 

“In this connection we 
have organized a planning 
committee for the future of 
the Newton YMCA which 
will study the long range 
problems. 

“The summer camps are a 

major interest, and each of 
them serves a particular kind 
of program. During last sum¬ 
mer our day camps have 
developed girls’ programs, 
and we plan to pursue this 
feature. 

“Of special interest this past 
year .has been the emphasis 
on the executive fitness pro¬ 
gram, which has grown 
tremendously. More of the 
business men of this com¬ 
munity have developed an in¬ 
terest in this, and each class 
has been oversubscribed. 
“Early Bird' class has 
also been formed, and this 
appears to be very suc¬ 
cessful. It has been noted 
that even more ladies than 
men have signed up for 
these classes. 

“With the assistance of the 
most active board of directors 
to whom I owe a great deal; 
the help of the trustees in 
handling our investments; the 
strength of my officers and 
continued efforts of a very 
competent professional staff, 
without which I could ac¬ 
complish nothing; I shall 
endeavor to continue the Y’s 
progress of the last ninety-one 
years.” 

The treasurer’s report was 
given by Sidney A. Marston, 
assistant treasurer of the 
Newton YMCA and member 
of the board of directors. 

It was reported that the 
total income for the year 
1967 was $334,779.64, while 
total expenses were the 
same. Mr. Marston related 
that the YMCA was a non¬ 
profit organization with 
81.97 per cent of its income 
coming from members’ 
fees, 13.26 per cent of the 
budget coming from the 
Community Chest, U.C.S., 
and 4.75 per cent from our 
endowment funds. 

He reported that Newton 
YMCA is a charter member 
of jhe Newton Community 
Chest and is a member of 
United Community Services of 
Greater Boston , and 
pa r t i c i p a t e s in the 
Massachusetts Bay United 
Fund.

The keynote speaker for the 
evening was Dr. Wilbert E. 
Locklin, President of Spring- 
field College, who was in¬ 
troduced by Cooper Eastman, 
chairman of the evening’s 
events. Dr. Locklin’s address 
was on the “Generation Dif¬ 
ferential.” 

He stated that the YMCA 
was in need of support, since 
the “Y” is often the balance 
wheel in our communities. 
The YMCA is one agency that 
can help meet the needs of the 
younger generation. 

“Statisticians say that we 
have a new generation each 
twenty years, but mankind is 
a stream with men and people 
being added as we go along. It 
is scientifically unsound to 
generalize about generations, 
since we have so many age 
categories, such as the child 
the teenager, the adult, and 
the golden ager. Two groups 
commend themselves for our 
study tonight: experience is to 
the advantage of the adult, 
but the teenager has more im¬ 
pulsiveness and energy, and 
we, as adults, should learn to 
deal constructively and 
positively with these two 
qualities.’ 

Dr. Locklin stated that the 
younger generation was a 
“Pressure generation with 
several areas hanging over 
their head. One is the threat 
of war and the uncertainty 
of the future; two is the 
population explosion, which 
makes the individual 
smaller in the world at 
large — he must fight for 
his identity; three, the 
boredom with inadequate 
educational facilities. 
“Youngsters are faced with 
split scheduling, poor pupil- 
teacher ratios, etc. Fourth, 
the youth of today is also fac¬ 
ed with the explosion of 
knowledge, and by the year 
2,000 there will be 1,000 times 
more knowledge to record, so

we cannot equate today’s stu¬ 
dent with the student of even 
ten years ago. And the fifth is 
the advance in the com¬ 
munication industry. 

“People see things happen 
on the spot; the older genera¬ 
tion had to read about the 
wars in the papers or listen to 
Edward R. Murrow over radio 
filled with static. But today 
happenings are brought to us 
immediately, such as the 
assination of Lee Harvey 
Oswald, which if missed once, 
could have been seen many 
more times on the replay. 
Today’s generation is faced 
with immediate happenings 
within the world. 

“The younger generation 
(college students) have not 
lacked publicity. The students 
are not all like those depicted 
by the news media, such as 
Columbia University or 
Berkeley College. Too often 
the good things that students 
do are not newsworthy for the 
press. Today’s youngsters are 
more knowledgeable, more 
sophisticated, end more com¬ 
passionate than generations 
past. For the most part, 
today’s youngsters are non- 
delinquents, non-political, non¬ 
addicts. 

“The press oier-em- 
phasizes the bad and passes 
by much of the progress of 
the students. Today’s 
students will rebel when 
rules are enforced that are 
unreasonable, but most of 
them are working hard to 
find out who they are and 
what they can do to help in 
society. 

“What can we do as adults 
to understand the younger 
genration? We can accept 
their energy and enthusism, 
and we can listen to them 
Students become frustrated 
because they are not listened 
to, and sometimes the 
students are right. We have to 
keep abreast with them to fill 
their needs. We must be 
aware of what is now. 

“Let us be courageous as 
adults. If we are to make 
rules, we must also enforce 
those rules. We should make 
our rules clear and precise. 
By and large students respect 
rules if they are explained. 
We should avoid by all means 
generalizing about their 
generation, and we should 
treat them as individuals. 
Never begin a sentence ’when 
I was your age.’ We should 
avoid spotlighting our pre¬ 
judices to the young. Let them 
develop from their own point 
of view. The generation dif¬ 
ferential can begin to close if 
the above objectives are 
pursued.”

first, worth $12.5 million, will 
include a 12-story building 
housing a Howard Johnson 
Motor Lodge, a Red Coach 
Grill and a Howard Johnson 
Restaurant; a 6-story garage 
for 650 vehicles; and a 9-story 
office building. 

Unlike the normal financing 
arrangement, this one is 
secured by an air rights lease 
between the Turnpike 
Authority and the White and 
Waltch Trust. 

Connecticut General Life 
Insurance Company, which 
provides S8.4 million long¬ 
term financing, called it “an 
innovative enterprise.” 

It will be the first air rights 
structure built over the 
Turnpike while traffic uses 
the roadway. 

Howard Johnson, noting 
that the Motor Lodge-Howard 
Johnson-Red Coach Grill com 
plex was only the third in the 
company’s entire U.S. and 
overseas operation, praised the 
site “as logical for a rebirth of 
an urban business center. This 
Newton interchange can 
restore to Newton Corner the 
commercial glory I am told 
was here 60 years ago.” 

Mark J. Waltch pointed out 
that the Newton Corner site 
was selected after a study of 
the entire Turnpike extension 
for 2-one-half years. 

It is the only one at which 
a motorist can enter in 
either direction without 
paying a toll. He 
acknowledged that “the ex- 
c e 11 e n t t r ansporation 
available right here will be 
a boon to tenants of the of¬ 
fice building.” 

Fifty-five express buses 
move along the Turnpike 
between Newton Corner and 
Watertown and downtown 
Boston daily, according to the 
Massachusetts Bay 
Transportation Authority. 

In addition, MBTA street¬ 
cars, Middlesex buses and 
other MBTA buses provide 
access to surrounding 
towns. 

Motorists are 6 minutes 
from Copley Square a t 
Newton Comer and 5 minutes 
from Route 128. 

Waltch said that the garage 
and restaurant will be open by 
May 1, 1969. The office 

building will be ready for oc¬ 
cupancy by September 1, 1969.

Congress In 
Panel Talks 

“Do you believe that the 
Church today is ready to 
become involved in the world 
and to support its members 
who do?” This was one of the 
questions placed before a 
panel of speakers at the May 
Fellowship Breakfast of the 
Church Women United of 
Newton on Wednesday morn¬ 
ing of last week (May 8) at 
the Second Congregational 
Church. 

The stated general subject 
of the discussion was: 
“Human values in a 
Technological Society : 
anonymity and community.” 
Another question proposed for 
discussion was whether hu¬ 
man values were being 
threatened today by a tech¬ 
nological society. 

The Rev. William Leonard 
of the Boston College was the 
Moderator. Mrs. Walter L. 
Hill of Auburndale was 
chairman of the meeting, and 
Mrs. R. Curtis Reed, presi¬ 
dent of Church Women United 
of Newton, presided at the 
meeting. Approximately 250 
women attended. 

The members of the panel 
were the candidates for Con¬ 
gress from the Third Con¬ 
gressional District. Newton is 
new to the Third District and 
became a part of it only after 
the redistricting of last 
summer. 

The candidates taking part 
in the panel discussion were, 
on the Democratic side, 
Representative Joseph G . 
Bradley of Newton; Thomas 
Boylston Adams of Lincoln; 
and Joseph Dever of Newton. 
Congressman Philip Philbin 
expressed regrets that con¬ 
gressional business in 
Washington prevented his at¬ 
tendance. 

From the Republican side 
came former Congressman 
Laurence Curtis and Malcolm 
Peabody, both of Newton. 

Curtis suggested that the 
church today is not only ready 
to become involved in the 
issues confronting our society, 
but is already involved in the 
most important role of any 
group. "The church is in¬ 
volved,” he said, “because un¬ 
derlying beliefs and attitudes 
lie at the heart of correct 
decisions on the great issues 
confronting us.” 

He said that this was 
especially true in relation to 
the goals or objectives of 
policy, but less true on 
decisions as to the specific 
measures and means adopted 
for attaining the objectives. 
“Even there,” he said, 
“underlying attitudes and 
beliefs go far in furnishing 
correct answers.” 

Curtis suggested that the 
Judeo-Christian belief in the 
value of the individual man, 
based on the belief in the 
brotherhood of man, was the 
fundamental reason why we 
favor democracy over nazism 
or communism. “In those 
system,” he declared, “the in¬ 
dividual man is regarded as 
unimportant and becomes just 
a cog in the overpowering 
machine of government.” 

Curtis cited Lincoln’s Get- 
tyburg Address as showing 
the far-reaching influence of 
ideas and ideals. He observed 
that Lincoln underestimated 
the importance of his own 
remarks when he said: “The 
world will little note nor long 
remember what we say here, 
but it can never forget what 
they did here.” 

“Time has shown that Lin¬ 
coln was too modest. His 
flaming words have been 
lighting up the sky ever since 
they were uttered, and will 
continue to do for years to 
come,’’ the former con¬ 
gressman affirmed, "although 
memories of the battle itself 
have been eroded by time. 

The problems of poverty, 
education, housing and 
discrimination were brought 
into the discussion. There was 
general agreement that these 
were problems in which the 
church should become in¬ 
volved. 

In the course of his remarks 
Malcolm Peabody expressed 
pride in the active role which 
his mother had taken in the 
efforts on behalf of minority 
groups in the south'. She was 
[arrested and jailed during a 
demonstrations in St. Augus¬ 
tine, Florida, in 1965. 

His mother, Mrs. Malcolm 
Peabody, is the wife of the 
retired Episcopal bishop. 
Peabody himself has in recent 
years been active in the fields 
of minority interests.

He also asserted 
that a group of citizens is 
prepared to test the pres¬ 
ent law in the courts. 

Rep. Joseph Bradley 
charged that the Board of 
Aldermen has been practic¬ 
ing “political birth-control 
since the year 1” He said 
that with the home rule 
amendment the board now 
has the opportunity to aban- 
lon the “archaic approach.” 
He referred to the fact that 
when a member is appointed 
he runs as an incumbent in 
the following election and is 
practically guaranteed suc¬ 
cess. 

Bradley said a bill filed

Uniformed men from the 
Newton - Waltham area scat¬ 
tered throughout the world 
are remembered — and serv¬ 
ed — year ’round by the two- 
year-old organization that 
calls itself Support Our Serv¬ 
icemen (SOS). From induction 
center to basic training, from 
an Alaskan missile silo to a 
gun squad at Khe San, this 
community is with her serv¬ 
icemen. 

Initially, the group, found¬ 
ed by pharmacist Samuel 
Shriberg, of Waltham, plan¬ 
ned to demonstrate support 
for local men in Vietnam by 
providing small gifts, such as 
wallets, and perhaps television 
sets, for service hospitals 
where the wounded were re¬ 
covering. At that time the ef¬ 
fort was known as Operation 
Vietnam. 

But the original name was 
scrapped w-hen organizers de¬ 
cided to aid servicemen sta¬ 
tioned throughout the world. 

Thus the program that began 
as modestly as a March bliz¬ 
zard snowballed. 

The success of SOS appar¬ 
ently stems from a respect 
for small thing that the mili¬ 
tary cannot provide, or only 
in limited fashion. 

Such things as a hometown 
newsletter that contains a 
brief national, state and local 
news roundup, a picture fea¬ 
ture of community landmarks, 
and the names and addresses 
of fellow servicemen ; swift 
personal oommuru cation 
through MARS (Military Affil¬ 
iate Radio System), manned 
through Civil Defense and 
other volunteers. 

SOS also provides relatively 
simple gifts — ditty bags 
with shaving gear, Bibles, sta¬ 
tionery and duffel bags, as 
well as small Massachusetts 
flags, which are a big hit, and 
i an even greater hit, popcorn. 

“Operation Popcorn” sent 
500 pounds around the world, 
including an air freight con¬ 
signment to Vietnam, Ger¬ 
many, Korea, and Cambodia. 

From Anchorage, Alaska, an 
airman reported: "Received 
the popcorn and was so over¬ 
come with joy to find people 
such as SOS. Everyone with 
whom I shared it admitted it 
was the best popcorn they 
ever had.” 

A trooper in the field ex¬ 
pressed surprise, and added: 

"All the men in the tent had 
some. All the guys wanted to 
know who sent it, and I told 
them what I knew about the 
organization.” 

Another said: "Today I re¬ 
ceived your popcorn in the /"x f • . • 

mail. It took only five days C0tltli*TTl(ltl01l 
to get here. The contents were 
in excellent condition. . . I 
realize you must have gone 
to a great deal of trouble to 
fulfill this request.” 

A sailor off the Vietnam 
coast noted: "The other men 
in my duty section, who en¬ 
joyed the popcorn as much as 
I did, have signed below as a 
small expression of their ap¬ 
preciation.” The note ended 
with the signatures of the 26- 
man duty section. 

Sam Shriberg, whose drug¬ 
store is downtown on busy 
Moody street, recalls, "Par¬

The National Honor Society 
supposedly rewards students 
lor their academic 
achievements and for their 
service, leadership and 
character qualities. Every 
year at the time the new 
members are selected, there 
is always a large amount of 
dissatisfaction and com¬ 
plaining about the society. 
Students depict the National 
Honor Society for its apparent 
unjust selection and for its 
overall purposelessness. 

This year, in the midst of 
all the student unrest in the 
country, NHS students did 
more than verbally com¬ 
plain. They initiated a peti¬ 
tion to abolish the National 
Honor Society and pro¬ 
ceeded to obtain 180 
signatures. 

The petition was then sub¬ 
mitted to the Student Council 
and on April 30, 1908 the Coun¬ 
cil passed the petition. The 
vote was four to three and 
there were seven abstentions. 

Now that the petition to 
abolish the National Honor 
Society has passed, it goes 
directly to Mr. Mechem for 
the final say. Mr. Mechem has 
previously said that he was 
against the abolition of the 
society. According to him, 
people are judged subjecthely 
in life, and it is therefore 
mistaken to oppose subjective 
judgement in school. 

If the Student Council had 
not passed the petition, it 
would have gone to the entire 
student body for a vote. 

Barry House Forum 
Newton High is genuinely 
concerned with politics and 
world affairs. Last Thursday, 
May 9, a voluntary assembly 
on Black Power and the racial 
crisis was sponsored by Barry 
House. The forum was held 
from 2:00 to 5:15 p.m., and 
over 300 students and 
teachers were present. 

The forum began with a 
speech by Truman Nelson, 
who is the author of the bocks 
The Right of Revolution and 
The Torture of Mothers 
(which concerns police 
brutality). 

Nelson spoke about Black 
Power and the White Com¬ 
munity and voiced the opi¬ 
nion that it was foolisn to 
expect the black people to 
achieve anything through 
non-violence. The only solu¬ 
tion, he felt, was to 
overthrow the present 
“white race system.” 

The second speaker was 
Egel Blair, a staff worker and 
teacher for the Opportunities 
Industrial Center in Roxbury. 
The Center is aimed at al¬ 
titudinal, vocational, and 
educational training. Blair in 
general, is quite optimistic, 
and postulates that we can 
achieve almost anything we 
try. 

The third speaker was a 
former S.N.C.C. (Student Non- 
Violent Coordinate Com¬ 
mittee) member. He is now a 
staff worker and a teaciier in 
Minority History at O.I.C. 

After the initial speeches, 
which lasted until 3:15, a 
question and answer period 
was held.

N.M.S.Q.T. 

Two Newton High seniors, 
Gretchen Mueller and Robert 
Weiss, have recently won Na¬ 


tional Merit Scholarships. Of 
the 796. 650 students who took 
the National Merit 
Scholarship Qualifying Test 
last spring, Gretchen and 
Robert are among the 900 
winners in the country. 17,756 
schools take the NMSQT each 
year. 

The National Merit 
Scholarship Qualifying Test 
has been given for fourteen 
years. It is a two and one 
half hour test and rovers 
live areas: English usage, 
social studies, reading, 
natural science reading, 
mathematics usage, and 
word usage. 

There were ten students 
from Newton High School who 
scored high enough on the Na¬ 
tional Merit last spring to 
become finalists. All of them 
were eligible for a merit 
scholarship. Only insufficient 
funds prevent every finalist 
from winning an award. 

Test scores, high school 
grades, creative efforts, 
outside the classroom, 
qualities of leadership, school 
and community citizenship, 
e x tra-curricular activities, 
and high school officials’ en¬ 
dorsement are all considered 
in the selection of merit 
scholars. 

Gretchen won a four-year 
scholarship to the school of 
her choice, Radcliffe, and 
Robert won a $1,000 
scholarship to Harvard. 

Adams House Seminar 
After this year’s seniors 
leave, the juniors will have to 
take over as the leaders of the 
school. For one entire year, 
they will be looked up to as 
“the upper classmen.” 

Adams House has derided 
to sponsor a s e m i na r 
discussion for Adams House 
juniors. The seminar is en¬ 
titled “Topics dealing with 
their roles as seniors" and 
will be held June 4. Students 
will be dismissed from their 
fourth, fifth, and sixth 
period class to attend the 
seminar. 

The seminar will probably 
be held on the football field. 
Juniors will bring a picnic lun¬ 
ch and will eat as a class. 

Norman Gaudet, Adams 
House Housemaster reported 
that the seminar will probably 
begin with a speech by a 
psychologist. Then small 
discussion groups of seven 
students each will discuss 
their new role as seniors — 
how they see 'themselves, 
what they expect the ad- 
ministratioon to do for them, 
and what they should expect 
to do in return. 

Mr. Mechem commented 
that the Adams House 
seminar is an effective first 
step in de-centralization of 
Newton High. Newton High is 
aiming toward a school where 
the houses would take over 
much of what has tradi¬ 
tionally been all-school ac¬ 
tivity.

A drop of $749,361.32 in the 

amount allocated to Newton 
on the so-called State Cherry 
Sheet represented a $2.25 rise 
in the city’s tax rate. 

Increases in the school 
department budget added 
about $6 to the rate.

budget, exclusive of the pay 
raise for the labor force, 
boosted the tax rate about 
$5.70. 

The 9 per cent raise for 
the laborers and the ad¬ 
ditional 1 per cent increase 
for the clerical workers ac¬ 
counted for about another 60 
cents on the tax rate. 

These increased costs were 
1 tantamount to approximately 
$14.55 on the tax rate.

THE U.S. COMMAND reported Wednesday in Saigon that 
Increasingly heavy antiaircraft fire has knocked down 25 
American planes over North Vietnam since April 1 when the 
Hanoi and Haiphong areas were put off-limits. Meanwhile al¬ 
lied commanders in South Vietnam reported 216 North Viet¬ 
namese and Viet Cong killed in four separate battles ranging 
from the area just below the demilitarized zone to the Mekong 
Delta South of Saigon.

A protest against proposals 
to use the site of the old 
Bowen School for low income 
housing was registered last 
week by Philip R. Corsi of 367 
Langley rd. ( Newton Centre. 

In an open letter to the 
Board of Aldermen, Corsi urg¬ 
ed that they go ahead with an 
already approved plan to use 
the Bowen School site for 
garden apartments. He af¬ 
firmed that a less congested 
area than the heavily traveled 
Langley rd., neighborhood 
should be sought for the low 
income housing, much of 
which would be occupied by 
families with small children. 

Corsi told the Aldermen: 
“As a Newton Homeowner, 
taxpayer, and voter, I would 
like to add my voice to those 
of my neighbors and friends 
who would like to strongly 
urge you to preserve the Old 
Bowen School site for garden 
apartment use — as you so 
correctly voted in recent 
months. 

“Recent news articles and 
rumors have caused a great 
deal of confusion and emotion 
about the issue of creating a 
low income ghetto out of this 
valuable site. I do not wish to 
add to that confusion, but 
merely to bring out the follow¬ 
ing facts: 

“1. Your Honorable Board 
recently voted to zone this 
property in order to create a 
braoder tax base for the good 
of the whole community. It 
would seem both hasty and in¬ 
advisable to reverse this wise 
decision made so recently. 

“2. It would seem likewise 
inadvisable to bring into this 
already over-crowded and 
congested area, numerous ad¬ 
ditional families containing 
large numbers of young 
children who would greatly 
add to the already over ex¬ 


tended school budget, whiclj 
accounts for Newton’s rapidly 
rising tax rate. 

“3. In view of the fact that it 
is likely that this heavily 
traveled and congested area 
will soon be even mor* 
greatly burdened with 
vehicular traffic with tho 
completion of the Langley 
road Extension, it would be 
unwise to settle additional 
young children along this 
hazardous roadway. 

“4. Being made up of large¬ 
ly low and middle income 
residents ourselves, we can 
fully sympathize with the 
goals and aims of those 
groups who seek to develop, 
this site for the benefit of 
similar residents or non¬ 
residents. However, we would 
recommend that other more 
suitable open spaces within 
the community could be utiliz¬ 
ed for low-income housing in 
Newton. 

“As a Newton resident, I 
recognize the great need of 
many of our own Newton 
families — the elderly, the 
young marrieds, the larger 
families. I do agree with the 
members of the Board of 
Aldermen who wish to see 
these families settled i n 
pleasant dwellings within the 
City. However, as most recent 
authoritative studies have 
proved, concentration of large 
numbers of these families in 
one location, only compounds 
the problems which are 
plagueing our Nation’s cities.- 
As my Aldermen, I hope that 
you will, when the occasion 
arises, support all measures 
for relocation of our Newton 
families who have been forced 
to move by public domain ac¬ 
tion, and by other circumstan¬ 
ces over which they have no 
control.

Rep. Rosen Is 
Seen Aspirant 
To State Senate 

Representative Harold E. 
Rosen of Dedham, one of the 
most respected legislators on 
Beacon Hill, disclosed yester¬ 
day that he is considering the 
possibility of seeking promo¬ 
tion to the post in the State 
Senate from which Mrs. Les¬ 
lie B. Cutler will retire at the 
end of the year. 

Rosen declared that he has 
not yet reached a decision as 
to whether he will stand for 
reelection to the House of 
Representatives or set his 
eights on a place in the Sen¬ 
ate. He urged residents of the 
senatorial district to “keep 
an open mind as to Senator 
Cutler’s successor.” 

The Dedham lawmaker re¬ 
ferred to the fact that “the 
matter of redistricting the 
House and Senate is in pro¬ 
cess and may not be resolved 
tor some time.” 

However, political observ¬ 
ers at the State House ex¬ 
pressed doubt that any plan 
for creating new State Senate 
districts will be enacted at 
this session of the State Leg¬ 
islature and voiced the be¬ 
lief that candidates for the 
Senate will be elected next 
November from the existing 
districts. 

They cited that a plan for 
the establishment of new 
senatorial districts has fwice 
been approved by the Demo¬ 
cratic-con trolled Legislature 
end twice vetoed by Governor 
Volpe because it probably 
would result in the loss of one 
GOP Senator. 

Candidates for the State 
Senate also are now obtain¬ 
ing nomination papers at the 
Secretary of State’s office 
Tor the existing senatorial 
district, it was pointed out. 

The likelihood that the sen¬ 
atorial districts will not be 
changed this year but will be 
revised before the 1970 State 
election is causing some pub¬ 
lic figures to hesitate about 
running for Senator Cutler’s 
Beat, 't was learned. 

Senator Cutler’s district 
presently includes the town 
of Dedham, Needham, Welles¬ 
ley and Weston as well as 
Wards 2, 3, 4, 5 and 8 of New¬ 
ton. 

Rep. Rosen, in response to 
questions as to his political 
plans, said: 

‘I, of course, appreciate 
very much the kind thoughts 
expressed by those who have 
contacted me, and I will say 
that I am giving the matter 
serious consideration. 

“However, it must be borne 
in mind that, at the present 
time, the matter of redistriot- 
ing the House and Senate is in 
process, and may not be re¬ 
solved for some time. 

‘In view of the uncertainty 
■s to what the new districts 
will be, I cannot announce my 
decision as to whether I will 
run for the Senate or be a 
candidate for reelection to the 
House until a later date. In 
the meantime, I would hope 
that the people in this district

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Unreasonable Profit 

Congressman Peter Kyros. a non-taciturn man from 
Maine, put it plainly — “There is something rotten 
somewhere.” 

The Democrat with his dander up made the state¬ 
ment at a Congressional hearing looking into the circum¬ 
stances regarding the awarding of a $56 million contract 
for the M16 rifle to General Motors. 

He found it peculiar that the giant General Motors 
Corp. had been awarded the contract at a price $20 mil¬ 
lion higher than that quoted by the Maremount Corp. of 
Saco, Me. Cost-conscious American taxpayers also find 
it more than a little peculiar. 

Cong. Kyros called the transaction “a raid on the 
Treasury amounting to $20 million.” He told a House 
Armed Services subcommittee that Maremount had an 
unblemished record in manufacturing small arms and 
that the General Motors division which obtained the con¬ 
tract had no small arms experience. 

Assistant Army Sec. Robert A. Brooks conceded 
the Army paid a premium price for the 240,000 rifles, 
but insisted the extra cost was justified to speed rearm¬ 
ing of the out-gunned South Vietnamese army. 

By ignoring “normal price competition, ’ Brooks 
said the Defense Department would be able to begin 
shipping the rifles seven months earlier than other¬ 
wise. 

Thinking people realize that the troops of South 
Vietnam need the hardware of warfare but find it hard 
to believe that the downeast craftsmen in Saco would 
be seven months slower than the GM gunsmiths. 

Cong. Richard Ichord (D-Mo.), chairman of the sub¬ 
committee, said at the outset of the hearing that he 
thought “the burden of proof” lay with the Defense 
Department. 

It would be interesting to see proof that the Saco 
firm could not, absolutely, meet the time requirements 
for production of the weapons. 

Under Defense Department regulations, the Army 
Is obligated to make sure contractors do not make an un¬ 
reasonable profit. 

Most people believe that a price differential of $20 
million might be a wee bit unreasonable — no matter 
what the reason.

Malloy Files 
Fluoridation 
Compromise 

Rep. Paul F. Malloy, of 
Newton, has prepared legisla¬ 
tion providing for fluoride 
tablets paid for by the state 
to be used by citizens on a 
voluntary basis. 

The Democrat said he would 
offer his compromise proposal 
when the House debates a 
current bill which would make 
it mandatory for cities and 
towns to fluoridate their wat¬ 
er supply. 

He said he would move sub¬ 
stitution of his measure be¬ 
cause he does not believe “that 
any mandatory bill fluoridat¬ 
ing the water supply of a 
community will be passed by 
the legislature, based on the 
action of the House last year 
when it defeated a similar bill 
almost two to one.” 

Malloy said his measure is 
a "satisfactory compromise 
because it, in effect, provides 
for home rule with regard to 
adoption of the fluoride tablet 
program.” 

He added that his program 
would be entirely voluntary 
and inexpensive to operate. 
The tablets could be distrib¬ 
uted through dentists, schools 
or other dispensary agents to 
be determined by local boards 
of health.

When McCarthy was defeated in Nebraska by 
Bobby Kennedy, he insisted that the circumstances in 
the Comhusker State were not to his advantage and 
that he would have done much better in a two-man, 
head-to-head fight with Senator Kennedy. 

For all practical purposes he could have had a head- 
to-head test of strength with Bobby in Oregon, but his 
backers feel he has not spent enough time stumping in 
the state. That same complaint was made by the Mc¬ 
Carthy adherents in Indiana and Nebraska. 

Oregon is a state President Johnson probably 
could have carried in next Tuesday's Presidential 
Primary if he had remained in the fight. 

A poll taken in the state just before LBJ announced 
he would not stand for reelection gave President Johnson 
43 per cent of the vote, Senator McCarthy 29 per cent 
and Senator Kennedy 22 per cent, with 7 per cent 
undecided. 

A survey made recently by NBC, which has been 
remarkably accurate in its polling, gave Kennedy 29 
per cent, McCarthy 27 per cent, President Johnson 16 
per cent and Vice President Humphrey 12 per cent, with 
16 per cent undecided. 

Those figures hardly foreshadow any overpowering 
showing in Oregon by Robert Kennedy; nor do they give 
him any real basis for confidence that he will win at all. 

Political experts, however, believe that Robert 
Kennedy is gaining in Oregon, that Eugene Mc¬ 
Carthy is slipping and that when the returns are 
tabulated next Tuesday night Bobby will draw more 
than half the Democratic votes. 

That would give added momentum to Bobby’s 
bandwagon. 

President Johnson’s name, along with those of 
Bobby Kennedy and McCarthy, will be listed on Oregon’s 
Democratic ballot. Mr. Johnson’s declaration that he 
would not seek another term came too late for his name 
to be removed from the ballot. 

Despite the evidence which now points to a decisive 
win for Robert Kennedy next Tuesday, an element of 
uncertainty still surrounds the Oregon Primary because 
of the strength of the Johnson and Humphrey forces in 
the Beaver State. 

A factor which has militated greatly in Bobby 
Kennedy's favor is that the leaders of the Johnson- 
Humphrev wing of the Democratic party in Oregon 
have not been able to agree upon a single course 
of action. 

They might have been able to defeat RFK if they 
had rallied solidly behind McCarthy. But some of them 
are promoting write-in votes for Humphrey, and others 
are seeking complimentary votes for President Johnson. 

Disappointed McCarthy admirers believe a vic¬ 
tory which their candidate might have won has 
slipped away from him. 

More realistic political observers think it’s entirely 
possible that MacCarthy has been disheartened by the 
realization that he has been knocked out of the Demo¬ 
cratic Presidential contention which has narrowed down 
to a two-man battle between Senator Kennedy and Vice 
President Humphrey. 

Effect of Bombing Cutback 
Worries Some Congressmen 

Some Massachusetts members of Congress privately 
express concern over the military effect of the bombing 
cutback ordered by President Johnson in his effort to 
launch peace talks with North Vietnam. 

North Vietnam is now pouring men and supplies 
into South Vietnam at a greatly increased rate as a 
result of the elimination of the bombing attacks, ac¬ 
cording to information received by Bay State Congress¬ 
men. 

Red Chinese anti-aircraft units are now sup- 
-posedly operating in North Vietnam. 

Regular Chinese Communist military units have 
been spotted in North Vietnam, according to one report. 

Four airfields in North Vietnam have been rebuilt 
since the President ordered a halt in bombing above the 
19th parallel, and a substantial number of medium- 
range Soviet-made jet bombers have been observed on 
them, according to reliable sources. 

While U.S. military officials are seeking au¬ 


thority to resume bombing attacks on airfields 
above the 19th parallel, they are bracing themselves 
for a possible order to stop all bombing if it develops 
that Hanoi is prepared to engage in full - scale 
peace talks. 

Congressmen have been warned by military officers 
that Hanoi may be in a position to stage bombing raids 
on U.S. bases in South Vietnam if the present buildup 
of air power in North Vietnam continues without inter¬ 
ruption. 

The Congressmen, of course, favor peace negotia¬ 
tions as a possible means of ending the fighting in Viet¬ 
nam. They are deeply disturbed, however, about the 
American lives which may be lost during long, drawn- 
out negotiations. Yet, there apparently is no other road 
to a possible peace.

is unfair (if five Metco 
children out of 500 succeed in 
overcoming the handicap of a 
ghetto environment the value 
to society could not be 
estimated in dollars and 
cents); that our school ad¬ 
ministrators and teachers are 
at least equal to those of dny 
community and superior to 
those of most and should not 
be subjected to the barbs or 
the scorn of unhappy parents 
whose problem essentially is 
the “rat-race” toward higher 
education. If there are such 
people, I should like to see the 
formation of a group which 
can demonstrate its support 
of our excellent School Com¬ 
mittee.

From Cabot Parent 

Editor of The Graphic: 

As parents of two Cabot 
School students, we were 
rather disturbed by the recent 
decision of the School Com¬ 
mittee regarding the lunch 
program. 

Cabot School was selected 
a$ one of the three schools 
which participated in the pilot 
program for the school year 
1967-68. 

One of the main concerns of 
those opposed to the lunch 
program is the cost involved, 
but what is overlooked are the 
educational advantages pro¬ 
vided by teacher aids. The 
School Committee members 
may recall that even before 
the single session became an 
issue, there was a discussion 
about the benefits of teacher 
aids in elementary schools. 
We understand there are 
some schools in Newton 
where teacher aids are 
employed even though there is 
no lunch program. We feel 
that our children benefited 
greatly by having the teacher 
aids assist with teaching since 
our school is crowded and the 
classes are large. 

During winter months the 
children still had a chance to 
play outdoor since their school 
day was over at 2:40 p.m. in¬ 
stead of 3:30 p.m. 

As far as safety is con¬ 
cerned . . . isn’t it better to 
have the youngsters exposed 
to traffic hazards twice a day 
instead of four times a day? 
At the time when other 
schools had to go on an 
emergency session and 
reschedule many of their 
classes, Cabot School didn’t 
experience any problems as it 
was unnecessary to make any 
changes in our schedule. 

The latest proposal of the 
School Committee would 
mean not only a very long day 
for many children, mainly 
those of working mothers, but 
v-bat about the hour and a 
half long lunch period? 

How are the schools going 
to cope with the presence of 
children in the school building 
for an hour and a half, not to 
mention the possible rivalry 
among the children staying in 
school and those going home? 

And what about the disrup¬ 
tive influence of those 
children who were inside the 
school building for an hour 
and a half during bad weather 
on the rest of the class during 
the afternoon session? 

We therefore urge our 
School Committee to 
reevaluate their decision and 
take into consideration the im¬ 
portant Orzack Report which 
pointed out that the majority 
of the parents in the three 
pilot schools prefer the single 
session.

Many volunteers are needed 
to carry out this “patterning*’ 
program. Volunteers would 
have to give only one hour "a 
week of their time. They 
would come to Matty’s home 
on Jackson st., Newton Centre 
and would perform a simple 
head and arm and leg ex¬ 
ercise for two five minute 
periods, with a half hour 
space between. The work is 
not strenuous. It may be done 
by men or women, teenagers 
on up to grandparents. 

Matty is a patient of the In¬ 
stitute For The Rehabilitation 
Of The Brain Injured in 
Media, Pennsylvania. They 
have prescribed this method 
of treatment for Matty. Theif 
theory is that since his injury 
does not involve destruction of 
all cells in the injured areas of 
his brain, it might be possible 
to activate the millions of 
surviving cells to take over 
the function of the dead ones. 
They advise that the un¬ 
damaged areas of Matty’s 
brain will eventually receive 
the sensory messages that the 
Patterning exercises feed into 
it. And gradually, he will ac¬ 
quire the ability to perform 
more perfectly. 

I am the co-ordinator for 
Ma tty’s “Patterning” pro¬ 
gram.

the suburbs do have respon¬ 
sibilities to the core cities 
which provide the basic jobs 
and services for the vast 
majority.

such groups as police, 
firefighters, custodians and 
nurses.

Sebsibe who? the reader 
might question after reading 
the headline. However, if he is 
an ardent track fan he will 
know. Not as well known in 
the United States as in his 
home country of Ethiopia, Seb¬ 
sibe Mamo has nevertheless 
established himself solidly as 
one of the best Harriers in the 
country today. Sebsibe gained 
his reputation by winning the 
1967 New England Cross-Coun¬ 
try Championships, placing in 
the IC4A 2-mile, and streaking 
home fifth in the NCAA 2-mile 
in 8:43.6. 

The slight (5’8”, 150 pounds) 
Mamo has impressive speed 
for a distance runner. His 
“kick’’ ranks as one of the fi¬ 
nest in the world. 

Presently, the 22-year-old is 
at Colby, in Waterville, Maine. 
While in attendance at the uni¬ 
versity, he has set four school 
marks: 1:13.8 in the 600; 1:53.9 
in the 880; 2:15.4 in the 1000; 
4:07.8 in the mile; and 8:43.6 
in the 2-mile. 

Mamo has run faster in the 
880 (1:52.8) and the 1000 
(2:13), but these were run 
while performing for his home 
country. Mamo came to the 
United States for the first 
time in late summer of 1965. 
Sebsibe chose Colby because: 
“It is small, and faraway 
from cities. I like the quiet and 
I think it is beautiful. I also 
feel that I can get a very 
good education here.” 

When asked to comment on 
whether he was surprised with 
his NE CC victory, Sebsibe 
replied. “I have never done 
anything that surprised me; 1 
prejudge, or see what might 
come up. To train for the race 
I ran 4 miles four or five days 
a week and weight-lifted once 
in a while.” 

One of the youngest runners 
to ever compete in the Olym¬ 
pics, Seb was only 18-years-old 
when he represented Ethiopia 
in Tokyo. Although Sebsibe 
feels that his greatest track 
thrill came as an Olympiad in 
meeting so many different 
people from various countries 
he is uncertain about his Olym¬ 
pic future. “I do not have any 
plans as far as the Olympics 
go — not at the present time.

I will return to my country 
one day. If it is soon I might 
run 1500, 5000, or 10,000 me¬ 
ters, but I am not sure. My 
reaction to the proposed Ne¬ 
gro boycott is this: I feel that 
it is none of my business.

“In 97-hours of bitter house- 
to-house combat, and grueling 
bunker-to-bunker fighting, 
they cleared the approaches to 
the ‘Y’ bridge to Saigon. We 
stand today on the very 
ground over which they fought 
and bled.” 

Lt. Gen. Bruce Palmer, Jr., 
deputy U.S. Army comman¬ 
der in Vietnam, said he be¬ 
lieved the efforts of the bri¬ 
gade had “destroyed the 
enemy’s ability to make a 
coordinated attack in the 
near future.” 

He termed the action of the 
3rd Brigade "magnificat” and 
said “the enemy has lost many 
of his leaders, he is having 
supply problems, he has new 
men here who don’t know the 
area. It is going to be hard 
for them in the future.” 

Elwell said elements of six 
3rd Brigade battalions “initi¬ 
ally set up an impenetrable 
defense and then counterat¬ 
tacked, destroying or driving 
away every enemy unit and 
soldier. These soldiers,” he 
said, “killed over 1000 of the 
enemy at a relatively low cost 
to themselves.”

Representative Bradley no¬ 
ted that 14 years after the ci¬ 
vil rights bill was signed, noth¬ 
ing much has yet accrued to 
that part of our society which 
has been denied equal rights 
and opportunities for over 
200 years. 

"The war is serving to 
strangle most of the social 
measures that are desperately ! 
needed. OEO has never had 
the opportunity to function 
properly.” Implementation *>f 
the social laws are more press¬ 
ing than laws to keep enforce¬ 
ment of law and order. Phasing 
out of housing laws, he com¬ 
mented, over a two-year period 
was no genuine response to the 
distressing problems of today. 

Joseph G. Dever, presently 
at Franklin Pierce College in 
New Hampshire and former 
teacher of journalism at Mar¬ 
quette University and Boston 
College Intown, spoke mainly 
of concerns for needs of higher 
education and the draining of 
funds for such relief by the 
war effort 

“If it were not for the war, 
I would concern myself en¬ 
tirely with the needs for as¬ 
sistance to parents and stu¬ 
dents. ... If elected I will 
spend my entire two years 
working on proposals to aid 
students and parents in fur¬ 
thering educational opportuni¬ 
ties and seeking income tax 
relief for tuitions paid . . 

Mr. Dever also pointed to 
his efforts to improve the 
“quality of human life in the 
migrant areas,” having been 
involved in the study proposal 
used for recent legislation for 
passage of migrant labor bill. 

Thomas Boylston Adams ex¬ 
pressed regret that no women 
are seeking public office in 
this contest as he felt women 
many times had an intuitive 
“sensitivity” to certain prob¬ 
lems that many times men 
overlooked. He related his ex¬ 
pression of concern that spoke 
of the “schizophrenic” begin¬ 
nings of the United States 
which persist to this day — 
“Are we an island or a Con¬ 
tinent?" 

Mr. Adams spoke of the 
"island policy” we inherited 
from Britain and which for 
200 years, and “never fully re¬ 
alizing the security of our 
continental possibilities.” Be¬ 
ginning with the Spanish- 
American War Intervention, 
Mr. Adams asserted, the Uni¬ 
ted States proceeded to ignore 
its commitments under the 
Monroe Doctrine which was a 
“fatal” course, and, thereafter, 
“we became the unilateral 
judge and juror” of the world. 
As for the domestic social ten¬ 
sion, Mr. Adams suggested 
that funding should be made 
to those who will need it and 
something like the “Liberty 
Bond” issues should be again 
made. A low-interest rate 
could make the raising of 
money more feasible. 

Ex - Congressman Curtis 
spoke of the tragedy that has 
resulted in involvement “in 
that morass,” alluding to the 
Vietnam war. “It was very 
badly misjudged,” he affirm¬ 
ed. Our foreign policy has 
moved away from its aims 
“to create the sort of world 
that is envisioned by the U.N. 
Charter.” 

Dr. Stevens spoke of the 
“moral and political crisis” fa¬ 
cing us, which money alone 
was not about to solve. The 
way to meet it, he felt, was 
by a "Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dents.” Well-meaning, but con¬ 
descending costly welfare 
should be abandoned. The ne¬ 
gative income tax is a pro¬ 
gram he would consider as an 
excellent beginning. He noted 
that $4 out of every $5 of 
welfare spending involves ad¬ 
ministrative costs for such 
things as policing to investi¬ 
gate who is deserving of 
assistance. 

The program “consistently 
encourages families to break 
up,” by severity of implemen¬ 
tation. In response to later 
questioning from the floor, 
Dr. Stevens emphasized, “wel¬ 
fare workers should move out 
of the area of policing and into 
real social service counsel¬ 
ling.” On the Vietnam war he 
could not see how we could 
"continue to prop up foreign 
governments which are not re¬ 
sponsive to their own people.” 

One of the serious concerns 
of the questioners from the 
audience was the problems of 
low-income housing in the su¬ 
burbs, with all candidates 
agreeing that it must become 
a concern of the suburban 
communities. 

Mr. Adams indicated he

otherwise “ghettos for the 
rich” would continue to de¬ 
velop. Mr. Curtis cited that 
areas “close to the suburbs 
could be utilized and rent sub¬ 
sidy plans could break up 
patterns of communities.” 

Mr. Peabody stated that “we 
have ‘choked off’ Federal hous¬ 
ing” in the suburbs by the 
mere implementation of an in¬ 
efficient and exhausting pro¬ 
cess of making federal loans. 
Tax relief is necessary and co¬ 
ordinated metropolitan plan¬ 
ning to examine zoning pat¬ 
terns should be established. 
Dr. Stevens would vote for 
low-income housing if elected, 
but only as a “stop-gap 
measure.” Such solution is not 
genuine or long-term. Nega¬ 
tive income tax measures are 
more effective. 

Representative Bradly said 
government is the biggest 
“discriminator against low- 
income housing . . Setting 
up of conservation programs 
causing hugh areas in suburbs 
to be zoned off has denied 
much land use in suburbs for 
low-income housing to be de¬ 
veloped.

A proposed amendment to 
Newton’s zoning ordinance 
that would allow funeral 
homes in some residential 
districts close to business 
areas was referred back to 
the Aldermanic Land Use 
Committee by the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night. 

Land Use Committee 
Chairman Franklin N. 
Flaschner reported that his 
committee voted 4-3 in favor 
of the proposal. The Planning 
Board has voted against the 
proposed change. 

Funeral homes in Newton 
are now permitted only in 
business districts. A public 
hearing on the matter about 
two months ago brought out 
considerable community op¬ 
position. 

Flaschner noted t h a t i n 
Residence D and E districts 
there are many large homes 
on spacious lots which can’t 
be converted to anything but 
institutional use. Under the 
proper controls and with 
supervision from the 
aldermen, funeral homes 
could provide a viable use for 
such lots otherwise given to 
apartments or multi-family 
use, Flaschner argued. 

The proposed ordinance 
amendment would allow the 
board to grant permission for 
a funeral home in a Residence 
D or E District but only 
within 500 feet of a business 
or manufacturing zone. 

Alderman Ernest Dietz in 
presenting the report of the 
three Land Use Committee 
members who opposed the 
ordinance change said that 
the major point of disagree¬ 
ment was the size of the lot 
that would be allowed for 
funeral home use. 

The ordinance change as 
proposed would allow such 
establishments on 2 0,000 
square foot lots with a 100 foot 
frontage. In Residence D, 
Dietz said, the minimum lot 
requirement is now 24,000 
square feet for most other 
uses. Anyone owning a lot 
smaller than 24,000 square 
feet in that kind of zone, and 
looking for a buyer would 
almost be forced to look for a 
funeral home, Dietz argued. 

He suggested that either the 
minimum size lot required for 
the funeral home be raised, or 
the size required for garden 
apartments be lowered. 

Alderman William H. Wolf 
declared that zoning laws are 


supposed to give certainty to 
people in residential 
neighborhoods. He opposed 
any further piecemeal 
changes and said if they occur 
they should be part of an 
overall review of zoning in the 
city. 

Alderman Alan S. Barkin 
also expressed the opinion 
that the proposed change in 
the zoning ordinance would be 
just another extension of the 
power of the board to grant 
variances. “There are enough 
permissive uses already,” he 
said.

Woodland Golf Course in 
West Newton will be proposed 
by a legislative committee as 
the site for a new sports sta¬ 
dium which would accommo¬ 
date from 45,000 to 52,000 spec¬ 
tators.

m Malloy said Wednesday the 
only reason for Ihe substitute 
. bill is that the House last year, 
.with the same membership, 
voted down a similar bill by 
almost two-to-one. 

He made the statement 
after he had come under 
attack from Watertown Rep. 
Charles Ohanian for attempt- 
• ing to "scuttle” the state-wide 
•bill with a substitute measure. 

Malloy emphasized "I will 
offer my legislation only when 
and if it is clear the state¬ 
wide bill will be rejected. 

"I don’t see any hope for 
adoption of that bill,” Malloy 
added. "I think any reason¬ 
able person would agree that 
a tablet program, if not the 
ultimate of fluoridation treat¬ 
ment, is at least better than 
nothing.” 

Ohanian said that tablet pro¬ 
grams have been a failure 
wherever they have been 
-tried. "They are only poor 
substitutions where there is 
no public water supply that 
can be fluoridated.”

Propaganda Out Of Paris 

The persistent cry of the Hanoi negotiating team in 
Paris is — “the United States is the aggressor in Viet¬ 
nam and it must stop attacking us.” 

From the time the talks between Ambassador W. 
Averell Harriman and Xuan Thuy began, the chief 
North Vietnamese negotiator has used them as a gigan¬ 
tic megaphone to broadcast propaganda to the world. 

As far as is known now, nothing whatever has been 
accompolished at the talks on which the people of the 
United States and throughout the non-Communist world 
could base any real hope for peace in our time. Whether 
anything constructive will come from the talks remains 
to be seen. 

In the meantime, it is apparently the aim of Hanoi 
to extract a formal admission of war guilt by the United 
States as a basis for unconditional American surrender 
at subsequent Vietnam peace negotitions. 

Astute observers at Paris say this aim lies largely 
behind Hanoi’s increasingly insistent demand that the 
United States must halt all bombing of North Vietnam, 
unilaterally and unconditionally. 

If this target were reached, diplomatic observers 
state, Hanoi presumably would claim the United States 
had admitted to being the sole aggressor. Tough de¬ 
mands would subsequently be based on such an admis¬ 
sion. 

The North Vietnamese negotiators have turned down 
any suggestion of conducting the Paris peace probe in 
private where it might offer better chances of success. 

So long as Hanoi persists in these tactics, the 
chances of progress seem remote.

If Vice President Hubert H. Humphrey emerges 
as the victor from the Democratic national conven¬ 
tion in Chicago, he will need and want a Kennedy 
on the ticket with him. 

His first choice presumably will be Senator Robert 
Kennedy. Bobby would be hand pressed to find a reason 
to refuse to team up with Humphrey. 

But if he should do so. Vice President Humphrey 
undoubtedly would turn to Ted Kennedy who nrobably 
would accept. 

Humphrey is still rated a favorite to win the Demo¬ 
cratic Presidential nomination. His prospects probably 
would take a sharp downspin, however, if the peace talks 
in Paris collapse, as is entirely possible. 

What the exact public reaction would be to a break¬ 
down in the negotiations is uncertain. But the likelihood 
is that it would help Robert Kennedy and hurt Hubert 
Humphrey even though the Paris talks appear to be 
making it increasingly clear that it is impossible to nego¬ 
tiate an honorable peace with Hanoi. 

One advantage the Democratic strategy- 
mappers have over their Republican counterparts is 
that when they convene in Chicago in late August, 
they will know who was nominated at the GOP con¬ 
clave held earlier in Miami. 

This may influence some of the Democratic deci¬ 
sions. 

For example, the Democrats will be obliged to write 
off most of the States in the deep South if Richard M. 
Nixon is nominated by the GOP. 

On the other hand, the Democrats will have a real 
chance of carrying the States in the Old Confederacy if 
Governor Nelson Rockefeller is the Republican standard- 
bearer. 

Robert Kennedy probably couldn't carry the 
South over anybody. 

If Kennedy and Rockefeller were the Presidential 
adversaries, George Wallace might carry the South and 
throw the election into the House of Representatives. 

These are among the factors the Democratic leaders 
will be obliged to weigh when they are picking their 
party’s national ticket. 


Democrats Leaving Wounds 
In Tough Presidential Race 

The top contenders for the Republican nomination 
for President appear to have been extremely careful to 
avoid inflicting any painful political wounds upon each 
other. 

But the Democratic Presidential race has reached a 
state of bitterness in which each of the major candidates 
have been angered by at least one of his opponents. 

Senator Robert F. Kennedy and his advisers were 
incensed by a Drew Pearson column which declared that 
RFK, when serving as U.S. Attorney General, had order¬ 
ed a wiretap on the late Dr. Martin Luther King. 

Members of the Kennedy camp, making little at¬ 
tempt to conceal their bitterness, told newsmen 
privately that FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover had 
leaked the information to Pearson and that Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey was in on the leak. 

Humphrey has been nettled by the tart comments 
by one of Robert Kennedy’s top lieutenants that Hum¬ 
phrey had offered the Bice Presidential nomination as 
bait to about every Governor in the deep South. 

Senator Eugene McCarthy has been upset by an at¬ 
tack made upon his voting record in the U.S. Senate by 
a Kennedy committee in New York. 

Of the three, the only one who seems to have a 
legitimate complaint is Bobby Kennedy. 

The observation about Humphrey’s attempts to 
muster support in the Old Confederacy was a typical 
political thrust and is unlikely to do any lasting damage 
to the Vice President. 

McCarthy has no right to be unduly irritated unless 
his record was distorted or presented in an untrue light. 

But the disclosure of the alleged wiretap on Dr. 
Martin Luther King — if correct -— presumably 
involved the use of secret information in the files 
of the Justice Department. 

When the Kennedy spokesman named J. Edgar 
Hoover as the person they claim leaked the information 
about the wiretap, they admitted for all practical pur¬ 
poses that there was a wiretap. 

However, one source in the Kennedy organization 
asserted that when Robert Kennedy authorized wire¬ 
taps while he was Attorney General, he invariably did so 
in response to requests from the FBI. 

Persons close to RFK say he feels so strongly about 
the wiretap article that he probably would turn down 
any request that he accept second place on the Demo¬ 
cratic national ticket if Humphrey wins the Presidential 
nomination. 

Whether Humphrey or Kennedy is the victor at 
the Democratic national convention in Chicago, he 
will need the help of the other to avoid the indica¬ 
tion of any split within the Democratic party. 

The likelihood is that Bobby’s hot resentment over 
the Pearson column will simmer down well before the 
conclave in August. 

If Bobby remains as upset and disturbed as he now 
is, however, it could prove a costly campaign develop¬ 
ment for Humphrey in the event the latter is the Demo¬ 
cratic choice for President. 

Then the big question would be whether Senator 
Edward M. Kennedy would accept the nomination for 
Vice President in the interest of party harmony. 

Sound political analysts believe, incidentally, that 
Humphrey w ould need Bobby Kennedy much more than 
Bobby would need Humphrey. 

Top Republicans around the country rate 
Robert Kennedy as the best vote-getter among the 
Democratic Presidential contenders and express 
the belief that he will be the nominee for President. 

The politeness qf the Republicans in their efforts 
to avoid hurting the feelings of an opponent has been 
somew'hat surprising. 

For example, Governor Nelson Rockefeller was 
originally listed on the Oregon ballot as a candidate for 
the GOP Presidential nomination. 

Rocky had his name removed from the ballot 
by filing an affidavit that he was not a candidate 
for President and did not intend to become one. 

Messrs. Nixon and Reagan did not even mention 
this during the drive for write-in votes for Rockefeller 
in Oregon. 

In all fairness, it might be added that there w r as no 
need for them to do so. The largest newspaper in Oregon 
reminded its readers on several ocasions of Rocky’s 
inconsistency.

Communication Gap 

Editor, The Graphic: 

I am sadly disillusioned 
that the principles o f 
democracy as taught in our 
schools is not being put into 
practice by our School Com¬ 
mittee. I refer to their recent 
decision to retain Newton’s 
schedule. 

I have participated in this 
single session controversy for 
what I consider much too long 
a time. For me personally, 
two years ago, single session- 
lunch seemed the immediate 
problem. Now, two years 
later, it appears that there is 
a more serious and under¬ 
lying problem evidenced in 
this issue ... an astonishing 
lack of information, com¬ 
munication and honest 
dialogue among our School 
Committee, the parents, the 
teachers, and all other 
organized groups who have 
become involved in this issue. 

The School Committee “in 
its wisdom” made a decision. 
Let them tell us why they 
made this decision, how they 
arrived at this decision and 
upon what facts they base 
their conclusions. Let them 
answer publicly the following: 
ing: 

1. The School Committee 
authorized and paid for an 
evaluation of a three-day pilot 
program which it instituted in 
three schools. This evaluation 
data was never referred to 
putalicly when the School 
Committee voted to retain the 
present school hours. Why 
wasn’t the evaluation report 
used? 

2. The School Committee 
spent approximately $100,000 
for this pilot project complete 
with specialists, teacher- 
aides, etc. and never men¬ 
tioned the cost-breakdown 
associated with the pilot proj¬ 
ect when it voted on the 
issue. When will the figures be 
available to clearly show the 
costs of the teacher-aides for 
the entire day’s educational 
services and that small por¬ 
tion thereof that they spend in 
the actual lunch time 
supervision of the children. 
Why did the School Committee 
let us believe that the original 
$300,000 estimate prepared for 
the Knowles Committee in 
1966 wa sstill valid in view of 
the pilot experience? 

3. The School Committee 
authorized three parent polls 
regarding the single session. 
■Why have they completely 
disregarded the results? The 
Knowles Report in 1966 show¬ 
ed 56 per cent of the elemen¬ 
tary parents in favor of a 
single session, the Orzack 
study that 70 per cent of the 
pilot parents favored single 
session and the working 
mothers’ survey showed an 
overwhelming majority of all 
parents wanting single ses¬ 
sions. 

4. The School Committee 
found it necessary to take a 15 
minute recess when a motion, 
which was being favorably 
received, for a four-day op¬ 
tional lunch program with 
shortened day was on the 
floor ... it returned to the 
room . . . and then voted to 
retain the present schedule 
and provide supervision for 
working mothers five days a 
week for which they would 
pay a set amount. Why was it 


necessary for the School Com¬ 
mittee to take a recess at this 
particular time? 

5. The “Claflin School Let- 
ter’’ concerning priorities 
which in essence opposed 
single session and similar let¬ 
ters were sent out to parents. 
Is it fair for one faction within 
a school to be allowed to send 
out information for their point 
of view without creating equal 
opportunity for the other side? 
Have those sending out this 
letter verified their facts bas¬ 
ed upon current evidence? 
Won’t the “consultants” they 
refer to be in every elemen¬ 
tary school next year? How 
much weight has the School 
Committee given to these let¬ 
ters? 

6. A P.T.A. Council resolu¬ 
tion supporting the “Claflin 
Letter” was voted on May 2nd 
at a late hour and with no 
discussion. Does the School 
Committee realize that the 
P.T.A.’s had not discussed the 
single session issue with their 
general membersihp during 
the past two years? In this 
isssue, the P.T.A. ^.Council 
represented individual view¬ 
points since they had not poll¬ 
ed their schools. In fact, 
P.T.A. Presidents who sup¬ 
ported the resolution were 
voting contrary to the wishes’ 
of their own schools on the 
single session (the Knowles 
survey of parent preferences 
were broken down school by 
school). 

7. Two years ago, and just 
recently, the Newton 
Teachers Association opposed 
the single session even though 
the teachers are not required 
to supervise lunch. Did the 
Newton Teachers Association 
truly represent all the 
teachers? Why didn’t the 
School Committee request 
several pilot school teachers 
to speak at the open hearing? 
Why didn’t the School Com¬ 
mittee request that the pilot 
principals speak just as they 
did when they presented their 
formats for their pilot pro¬ 
grams the year before? 

8. The School Committee 

voted to retain the present 
hours and provide a program 
paid for by working mothers 
on the basas of about one and 
one-half hours at lunch. Does 
not the School Committee 
remember such programs 
have been unsuccessful in the 
past because the children are 
in school over 7 hours? Is it 
not discriminatory to set 
children apart from their 

peers in the school en¬ 

vironment because their 
mothers work? And, if a 

mother out of necessity has to 
work, is it fair to ask her to 
pay when other communities 
provide lunch in school for all 
students? Has the School 

Committee thought where it 
will get lunchtime supervision 
for these children when the 
potential manpower pool will 
be occupied taking care of 
their own children at the 
lunch hour? Who will pay for 
and provide the extra police 
protection on the Tuesdays 
and Thursdays for these 
children of working mothers? 
Doesn’t the School Committee 
realize how difficult this pro¬ 
gram will be for the School 
Administrators to make it 
work? 

The Single Session Com¬ 
mittee, whom I represented, 


has tried to provide an at¬ 
mosphere for an objective 
study of the Newton elemen¬ 
tary school hours these past 
two years. We collected 3,00 Q 
petition signatures ap¬ 
proximately two years ago, 
persented our arguments to 
the School Committee and 
agreed to participate in the 
Knowles Committee they 
created. From that point on, 
our further petitioning was 
discontinued, and we waited 
patiently for the evaluation. 
We felt it important to search 
for a valid solution to chang¬ 
ing Newton’s hours that would 
meet the needs of the 
children, parents and 
teachers. We abided by the 
ground rules . . . 

Now, it is up to the School 
Committee to justify its 
decision based upon th efacts 
for like the Metco issue which 
was reconsidered, single 
session is stUl uppermost in 
our minds, and it is far from 
forgotten . . .

Since the sale* 
tax has gone Into effect the 
junior college is reimbursed 
from the state according to 
the same formula by which 
it subsidizes the rest of the 
public schools and as a re¬ 
sult Newton receives only 
$50 to $55 per student.

which has prevented the con¬ 
struction of a stadium today. 
Committee members said 
a stadium probably could he 
erected at a lower cost on 
the Woodland Golf Course 
than on any other site in 
Greater Boston. 

Under the plan worked out 
by the committee headed by 
Senator Kelly, the State would 
pui-cha.se the golf course and 
make the necessary prepara¬ 
tions on the land for the con¬ 
struction of the stadium. 

Then the Commonwealth 
would lease the course to the 
Turnpike Authority which 
would build and operate the 
stadium. 

A 30-year bond Issue would 
be floated to finance the cost 
of constructing the stadium. 
At the end of the 30-year 
period the Turnpike Author¬ 
ity would reimburse the 
State for buying and pre¬ 
paring the land, including 
both principal and interest. 
Estimates are that the proj¬ 
ect would cost between $30 
and $35 million. 

This would include about 
$20 to $25 million to build the 
stadium, about $6 million to 
purchase the land and another 
$3 million to prepare the land 
for construction and provide 
open-air parking. 

It would be an open-air 
stadium which would accom¬ 
modate 45,000 persons for a 
baseball game and 52,000 
for a football game. 

Open-air parking would be 
provided for thousands of cars. 
No garage would be erected. 

Boston officials probably 
will oppose the idea. They are 
not enthusiastic about the 
idea of changing the name to 
the Newton Red Sox or the 
Garden City Patriots.

A baccalaureate Mass in 

the OoUege Chapel Sunday 
morning, June 2 at 11 o’clock 
will be concelebrated by the 
Rev. Joseph T. Nolan, Etuirgy 
columnist of the National 
Catholic Reporter, the Rev. 
Thomas P. O’Malley, S.J., 
chairman of the department 
of classical languages in Bos¬ 
ton CoUege’s Graduate School 
of Arts and Sciences; and the 
Rev. Patrick J. Sullivan, S.J., 
executive secretary and di¬ 
rector of the National Catho¬ 
lic Office for Motion Pictures. 
Father SuUivan wiU also give 
the main address at Com¬ 
mencement. 

After the Mass, seniors 
and their parents will be 
guests of the administration 
at a luncheon in Stuart 
House on campus. 

Newton’s president, Sister 
GabrieUe Husson, R.S.C.J., 
wiU preside at the Commence¬ 
ment Exercises beginning at 
2 p.m. She wiU confer 183 
bachelor or arts degrees and 
seven bachelor of science de¬ 
grees on the class of 1968. 

The Rev. Patrick J. Sulli¬ 
van, S.J., the main speaker 
at the Commencement was 
the focal point of a national 
furor over NCOMP’s award 
to “Bonnie and Clyde” — 
1967’s most controversial 
movie — as the year’s “best 
film for mature audiences.” 

The film, which Father 
Sullivan said “challenges 
each individual to recognize 
within himself the seeds of 
meaningless violence which 
are just below the surface 
of an easy conscience,” re¬ 
ceived one of three awards 
made this year by the 
Catholic film office. 

Closely associated with the 
Catholic Church’s motion pic¬ 
ture apostolate for the past 
twelve years, Father Sullivan 
became NCOMP’s director in 
1966. 

During his tenure at the 
film office, he spearheaded a 
national movement for screen 
education which led to the 
1964 establishment of the Na¬ 
tional Center for Film Study 
in Chicago. 

Convinced of the interna¬ 
tional relevance of the mass 
media to contemporary cul¬ 
tural and religious values, 
Father Sullivan organized 
the first international Jesuit 
Conference on the mass 
media in 1962 at Fordham 
University, New York. 

For the next three years 
he directed the formation of 
the North American Jesuit 
Commission on Mass Media, 
now located in Washington, 
D.C. He continues to serve as 
a member of that commis¬ 
sion’s executive committee. 

Born in New York City, 
Father Sullivan was educated 
at Georgetown University, 
Washington, D.C.; Woodstock 
CoUege. Md.; Fordham; Wes¬ 
ton College, Mass.: and the 
Gregorian University, Rome, 
where he earned his doctorate 
in sacred theology.

The Army Staff Sergeant 
was still in the church Tues¬ 
day but Army authorities in 
FU Devens were preparing 
the necessary legal steps to 
take him into custody.

Jewish Memorial Hospital • 
Seeks Funds For Project 


The first campaign for 
public support in its 40-year 
history was launched Monday 
(May 20) by the Jewish 
Memorial Hospital which is J 
seeking funds for its new; 
facilities at 59 Townsend j 
street, Boston. Now nearing [ 
completion on three floors, the I 
new facility will provide ad¬ 
ditional bed space, a { 
rehabilitation center and a 
new X-ray wingi 

The rehabilitation unit was 
formally opened when Presi¬ 
dent Joseph M. Linsey and 
Mas sachusetts Lieutenant 
Governor Francis L. Sargent 
escorted the “first” patient 
down the corridor and into the j 
new quarters. 

Lieutenant Governor 
Sargent brought greetings ! 
from the Commonwealth and 
said that one of the great 
strengths of America is the 
voluntary hospital, such as 
Jewish Memorial, which con¬ 
tributes so much to the well- 
being of the entire com¬ 
munity, and which depends 
for so much of its support j 
upon the “private sector” of j 
cur society. 

He pointed out that while i 
the current building program j 
involves some $300,000 of j 
Federal funds, the bulk of it 
has or will come from men j 
and women who recognize the 
value and the need of such in¬ 
dependent, voluntary hospitals 
as Jewish Memorial. 

President Linsey recalled j 
the history of Jewish 
Memorial. It was founded 40 
years ago by a group from the 
community who raised $25,000 
and opened a 25-bed hospital. 

“Today, Jewish Memorial 
has 275 beds and a plant 
worth more than $5,000,000," 
he said. “But these figures 
can only suggest the dramatic 
story of those 40 years,' 
of men and women who 
have struggled with prolonged 
illness, have won their battles, j 
and have gone back to their j 
homes or their jobs.” 

He said that with the ad-! 
vances in today’s medicine, 
the doctors who serve at; 
Jewish Memorial — “and in 
*11 hospitals” — are better 1 
able to treat prolonged ill¬ 
nesses. He added: 

“We read about these 
dramatic advances every day 
— from the truly startling 
transplantation of hearts and 
other organs, to the less spec¬ 
tacular but no less meaningful 
treatment of arthritis and 
hypertension, of cancer and 
etroke.” Jewish Memorial, as 
a hospital specializing in pro¬ 
longed illness, has many pa¬ 
tients suffering from these 
conditions. 

Mr. Linsey introduced 
Herman Gilman, a hospital j 
trustee, who is General 
Chairman of the fund-raising 
campaign which the Hospital 
launched with Monday’s 
ceremonies. He said: 

“These facilites plainly 
have been required. The 
Hospital continually operates 
at better than 90 per cent of 
capacity. These facilities were 
desperately needed by the 
men and women who seek the 
help that the Hospital offers to 
all. Jewish Memorial went 
ahead and added this space, 
and these facilities must now 
be paid for.”

In Sealer's Report 


Asserting that an annual 2 
per cent error in commercial 
weighing and measuring, in 
Newton, of only three commo¬ 
dities, food, motor vehicle fuel, 
and fuel oil, would result in a 
loss of more than $1,000,000.00 
to the citizenry, Newton's an¬ 
nual report of Its office of 
Weights and Measures has 
been submitted to Mayor 
Monte G. Basbas by Sealer of 
Weights and Measures J. El¬ 
lis Bowen. 

Should scale and meters 
deliver short quantities, pur¬ 
chasers suffer the loss. 
Overdelivery visits losses 
upon merchants, warned 
Sealer Bowen. 

A large part of the good re¬ 
volting from the work of 
weights and measures officers 
I* intangible in that it con- 
Wlts of prevention of short- 
weight and shortmeasure and 
of faulty or dishonest prac¬ 
tices, said Bowen. 

Officials are as quick to re¬ 
ject a weighing or measuring 
device that is in error by over¬ 
registration and against the 
merchant’s interest as to fol¬ 
low the same course when the 
customer's rights are jedor- 
dized, he stated. 

Bowen said that a brief 
resume of the recently en¬ 
acted “Fair Packaging and 
labeling Act” cites consid¬ 
erable progress with refer¬ 
ence to the decrease of pack¬ 
aging proliferation which 
has complicated consumer 
price comparisons between 
competing packages on re¬ 
tail store shelves. 

This act, with all its ramifi¬ 
cations, will increasingly be¬ 
come an authority and guide 
in weights and measures ad¬ 
ministration. 

Newton’s weights and mea¬ 
sures officers, during the year 
past inspected, tested, and 
sealed 2625 devices, 298 of 
them requiring prior adjust¬ 
ment, and 77 were condemned. 

Over 5 tons of food, in 
5151 packages, within retail 
stores, was inspected and 
trial weighed or measured. 

2995 were found correct, 685 
were under label designations 
of quantity, and 1471 were in 


'excess of stated quantity. Ad¬ 
ditional miscellaneous inspec¬ 
tions and tests in the field 
totaled 6256. 

The Report states that New¬ 
ton Weights and Measures ad¬ 
ministration has carried on an 
active program since the of¬ 
fice of “Sealer of Weights 
and Measures" was establish¬ 
ed on January 20th, 1681. 

Its officers have been test. 
Ing and approving or con¬ 
demning scales, meters and 
other measuring devices and 
packages, and enforcing the 
various applicable State 
laws, regulations, and Muni¬ 
cipal Ordinances governing 
the work. 

Demonstrated Is a very low 
i percentage of incorrect de¬ 
vices, shortweight packages, 
etc. It indicates generally, that 
consumers get, quantitywise, 
what they pay for, and that 
vendors, through faulty de¬ 
vices, are not giving away 
product and thus losing 
money. 

Weights and Measures Ad¬ 
ministration in the City of 
Newton, in 1967, saved every 
family unit, businessman, and 
the community at large, many 
dollars, yet the 1967 tax rate 
of $76.20 is burdened by only 
4 l/10c attributable as the net 
taxpayer cost for such office, 
for such protection and serv¬ 
ice for the entire year, Sealer 
Bowen pointed out.

Sgt. Hershberger was 
killed Jan. 10, 1968, in Viet¬ 
nam under heroic conditions 
while he served as Squad 
Leader for Co. A, 3rd Bn., 
60th Inf. Regt., 9th Inf. Div. 

Sgt. Hershberger’s parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles L. 
Hershberger, Jr., of E. Spar¬ 
row road, of Virginia Beach, 
accepted the awards from Col. 
Thomas D. Emery, Command¬ 
ing Officer, Fort Story, Va. 
The presentations were made 
at an award ceremony at the 
Non-Commissioned Officers 
Club at Fort Story. Approxi¬ 
mately thirty friends and rela¬ 
tions were in attendance. 

The citation accompany¬ 
ing the Silver Star, the na¬ 
tion’s fourth highest award, 
read in part: 

"Sergeant Hershberger and 

his squad, upon insertion into 
a landing zone, were imme¬ 
diately pinned down by wither¬ 
ing machine gun and rocket 
fire from a numerically 
superior Viet Cong force. In 
order to get his men safely to 
a treeline, Sergeant Hersh¬ 
berger, in complete disre¬ 
gard for his own safety, ex¬ 
posed himself to concentrated 
fire to charge a fortified posi¬ 
tion and personally destroy 
it. After placing his men 
where they could deliver 
effective fire upon the Viet 
Cong, Sgt. Hershberger ran 
back into the open area and 
successfully dragged or car¬ 
ried all the wounded to cover 
of the trees. While maneuver¬ 
ing from position to position 
to insure that all his men 
were directing their fire 
effectively, he was mortally 
wounded. Sgt. Hershberger’s 
extraordinary heroism in close 
combat against a numerically 
superior Viet Cong force was 
in keeping with the highest 
traditions of the military ser¬ 
vice and reflects great credit 
upon himself, the 9th Infan¬ 
try Division, and the United 
States Army.” 

Sgt. Hershberger, 21, was 
a 1965 'graduate of Princess 
Anne High School where he 
was awarded outstanding 
trackmen of Virginia Beach. 
He was a member of the 
Laurel Avenue Church of 
Christ. 

Sgt. Hershberger’s sister, 
Cynthia and Patty Page, and 
brother, Charles L. Ill were 
present at the ceremony as 
was his fiancee, Miss Lynda 
Smith of Chesapeake. 

His maternal grandmother 
is Mrs. S. M. Woodley, of 
Norfolk, and his paternal 
grandparents are Mr. and 
Mrs. Lloyd Hershberger of 
Virginia Beach.

\t College Here 

Dr. Ubaldo DiBenedetto, 
Cohasset, has been promoted 
to the rank of professor of 
Italian and Spanish at Newton 
College of the Sacred Heart. 

The new professor joined 
the faculty of the liberal arts 
college for women in 1965, 
following the completion of 
his doctoral studies at the 
University of Madrid. 

In preparing his doctoral 
[ dissertation on Fernando de 
j Herrera, one of the greatest 
I poets of sixteenth century 
Spain, Dr. DiBenedetto had 
discovered that Herrera did 
not accurately cite the Greek 
and Latin sources of the in¬ 
formation on which he based 
most of his principal theories 
of literary language. 

These controversial findings 
won international attention 
upon their publication last 
year in Filologia Moderns — 
the official and prestigious 
publication of the University 
of Madrid — and have since 
stimulated new scholarship in 
the works of the famous lyric 
poet and theoretician. 

Dr. DiBenedetto, who earn¬ 
ed his bachelor of arts degree 
at Northeastern University 
and his master of arts degree 
at Midllebury College, was 
the chief lexicographer of 
“The New E.D.A.F. Spanish- 
English Dictionary,” publish¬ 
ed in 1967, which includes 
more than twenty-million 
literary, technical, and scien¬ 
tific terms of the mid-twen¬ 
tieth century. 

A native of Aquila, Italy, 
Dr. DiBenedetto came to this 
country in 1947 and, after his 
graduation from Northeastern 
in 1952, served two years with 
the U. S. Army. Before com¬ 
ing to Newton, he was head of 
the language department in 
the Hull Public School 
System. 

Dr. DiBenedetto wrote 
several translations of 
articles on Spanish culture for 
Spain’s pavilion at the 1964-65 
New York World’s Fair. He 
also has written articles on 
bullfighting and Flamenco 
dancing. 

| A member of several pro¬ 
fessional organizations, Dr. 
DiBenedetto has served as a 
language consultant to the 
Gillette Company, Boston.

Day-care educational

Dr. Greenblatt praised 
Philbrick for his “deep con¬ 
cern for the plight of these 
children and his excellent 
cooperative spirit” in ap¬ 
proving the allocation of funds 
through the Department of 
Education to the Department 
of Mental Health. 

The Massachusetts Associa¬ 
tion for Retarded Children ’"in 
its ceaseless efforts to provide 
the best for all retarded 
persons” and through its local 
associations has offered to 
provide space, facilities, and 
equipment necessary to 
activate the centers.

Kolack Says Mass. Agencies 
Practice Job Discrimination 


Executive Director of the 
ADL’s New England Office in 
Boston, Sol Kolack, of Waban, 
recently stated that private 
employment agencies in the 
Commonwealth are violating 
e xisting anti-discrimination 
laws according to a survey 
conducted by the New 
England Regional Office of 
the Anti-Defamation League 
of B’nai B’rith. 

The survey, part of a na¬ 
tional investigation by the 
discrimination department of 
the League's national civil 
rights division, had found that 
70 per cent of the private 
employment agencies tested 
in Massachusetts accepted job 
orders which were clearly of a 
discriminatory nature. 

The results of the ADL test 
will be turned over to the 
M assachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination, 
Kolack revealed. He said the 
ADL would identify the agen¬ 
cies which accepted the 
discriminatory job orders. 

Kolack said th® ADL tested 
70 agencies by placing a 


The Credibility Gap 

Editor, The Graphic; 

Larger credibility gaps have 
been closed than the one we 
were left with after the School 
Committee publicly met and 
privately recessed on the 
evening of May 13th; 
therefore, I believe that this 
“gap” too shall be closed. 
There is a missing page, or 
more accurately, a missing 
portion of the taped records of 
that meeting which could pro¬ 
vide us with the reasons why 
eight School Committeemen, 
and the Mayor, and the 
Supertendent of our schools 
were unable to adopt an in¬ 
school lunch program. 

Four members of our eight- 
membered School Committee, 
after two years investigation, 
experimentation, evaluation 
and testimony, (at our ex¬ 
pense) found it necessary in 
their final analysis to devise 
plans for a shorter school day, 
made possible by an in-school 
lunch program. It is ex¬ 
tremely important to note 
here that all these plans car¬ 
ried the proviso that lun¬ 
chroom supervisors would 
carry out the lunchroom 
duties, and that those parents 
who subscribe to this program 
would pay their own way. 

In questioning the members 
of the School Committee and 
the Superintendent as to what 
happened to these plans so 
painstaking devised I received 
the following responses: We 
cannot afford a quarter of 
million dollars for a lunch 
program; we cannot risk a 
strike by our teachers; the 
School Committee may not 
have acted logically but I 
think it acted in good faith. 

The suggestion that our 
teachers some of whom I have 
had the very good fortune to 
know would act in any col¬ 
lective way to stop a more ef¬ 
ficient use of time, or would 
disregard the majority opi¬ 
nion of parents (many of 
whom are educators), is an 
insult to the caliber o f 
teachers in our system! The 
suggestion of unsubstantiated 
spiraling costs is nothing but 
inflammatory and mislead¬ 
ing, since the plans suggest¬ 
ed were self-sustaining. 

The explanation of “good 
faith” as a panacea for the in¬ 
tellectual insult we all receiv¬ 
ed on May 13th, just does not 
work. If the rational for the 
request for a unanimous vote 
taken at the last School Com¬ 
mittee meeting was in fact 
acted on “in good faith,” then 
the reasons for it must be 
disclosed!

discriminatory job order for a 
secretary. Eighteen indicated 
they did not handle secretary 
placement. Of the other 58, 
only 17 refused to accept the 
job order indicating a 
knowledge of the law but 41 
did accept the job order. 

The ADL survey revealed 
that the percentage of viola¬ 
tions by employment agencies 
in other cities was extremely 
high: 67 per cent in New 
York, 86 per cent in Los 
Angeles, 95 per cent in 
Chicago, 97 per cent in Atlan¬ 
ta and 100 per cent in Miami. 

Kolack said that under ex¬ 
isting Massachusetts laws 
employment agencies cannot 
advertise race, religion or 
age. He said that the ADL 
survey indicates that either 
agencies knowingly practice 
illegal discrimination or do 
not train their employees to 
reject discriminatory orders 
when received. Kolack said 
that the impression from the 
responses is that there is pro¬ 
bably an equal measure of 
both.
